Some  examples  of  these  were  circulated  in  the 
casino,  while  thousands  of  them  remained  in  brilliant  uncirculated 
condition.  Several  examples  of  all  denominations  were  still  in  their 
original  U.S.  Treasury  issued  bags  and  rolls.  Many  different  dates  of 
Morgan  and  Peace  dollars  in  the  hoard  garnered  exceptionally  high 
grades  when  submitted  to  NGC  —  many  of  which  Superior  is  proud 
to  offer  in  this  sale.

In  addition  to  the  coins,  the  warehouse  unveiled  a  virtual  time  cap¬ 
sule  of  early  Nevada  gaming.  Thousands  of  clay  and  brass  chips  in 
denominations  ranging  from  $1  to  $100  were  found  protected  in 
boxes  that  had  not  been  opened  in  forty  years.  With  the  casino  chip 
marketplace  growing  at  a  fevered  pace,  these  provide  an  opportuni¬ 
ty  never  seen  before.  Even  gaming  equipment  such  as  roulette  tables 
and  green  felt  layouts  for  both  craps  and  roulette  were  found  along 
with  furnishings  from  one  of  the  most  famous  casinos  to  ever  hit  the 
state  of  Nevada. 


The  Nevada  Club  first 
opened  its  doors  in 
downtown  Reno  under 
the  ownership  of  Lincoln 
Fitzgerald.  Alter  establish¬ 
ing  itsell  as  one  of  the  oldest 
casinos  in  the  state,  it  closed  its  doors  in 
December  of  1997  shortly  after  celebrating 
its  golden  anniversary.  The  casino  had  an 
interesting  and  checkered  history.  Lincoln 
Fitzgerald’s  casino  welcomed  millions  of 
visitors  and  billions  of  dollars  in  gaming  during  its 
half  century  tenure.  During  the  post  prohibition 
time  period,  Fitzgerald  became  a  real  player  in  the 
proliferation  of  gambling  in  the  west.  Although  not 
quite  as  well  known  as  Bugsy  Siegel,  it  would  have 
been  nearly  impossible  to  find  someone  that  did  not 
know  a  story  about  the  infamous  Lincoln  Fitzgerald 
if  you  were  at  a  Nevada  card  table  in  the  1950s.

The  Nevada  Club  first  opened  its 
doors  in  downtown  Reno  under  the 
ownership  of  Lincoln  Fitzgerald.  After 
establishing  itself  as  one  of  the  oldest 


casinos  in  the  state ,  it  closed  its  doors 
in  December  of 1997  shortly  after 
celebrating  its  golden  anniversary. 
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Lincoln  Fitzgerald  grew  up  in  the  early  1900s  in 
Detroit  and  was  reportedly  involved  with  the 
notorious  “Purple  Gang.”  Across  the  United  States 
during  this  time  period,  the  big  cities  were  breeding 
grounds  for  crime  and  violence.  The  gang  of  thugs 
that  became  known  as  “the  purples”  were  amongst 
the  worst  of  them.  It  is  rumored  that  their  name  was 
derived  from  a  conversation  between  two  frustrated 
store  owners  that  continued  to  witness  shoplifting 
and  vandalism  from  this  hearty  gang  of  theives.  They 
commented:  “7  hese  boys  are  not  like  other  children. 

I  hey  are  rotten,  purple  like  the  color  of  bad  meat, 
they  are  a  Purple  Gang!” 


These  “gangsters”  were  typical  of  other 
immigrants  who  came  to  America  in  search  of 
a  better  life.  After  discovering  that  the  streets 
of  the  New  World  were  not  really  paved  with 
gold,  they  would  turn  to  crime.  This  group 
slowly  organized  and  became  well  known  and 
feared  by  many.  During  the  early  l20s  people 
were  steered  well  clear  of  the  purples,  with 
even  the  likes  of  A1  Capone  keeping  his 
distance  from  the  gang.  It  was  during  prohibi¬ 
tion  that  the  purples  concentrated  their  efforts 
on  hijacking  alcohol.  This  was  big  business 
during  the  time  period  and  illegal  importation 
of  alcohol  was  one  of  the  biggest  industries  -

second  only  to  the  automobile  industry.  While 
some  groups  focused  on  illegal  imports  of 
alcohol  into  the  United  States  —  these  same 
groups  were  quickly  realizing  that  their  opera¬ 
tions  needed  to  be  heavily  guarded  if  they  were 
to  have  any  chance  of  successfully  importing  it 
into  the  U.S.  The  purples  reigned  supreme 
in  Detroit  and  witnesses  to  crimes  were 
simply  too  afraid  to  testify  against  them, 
i  After  several  convictions  of  some 

purple  gang  members,  factions  within 
the  gang  eventually  caused  the  purples 
to  disband  as  egos,  jealousies,  and 
internal  fighting  got  the  best  of  them 
in  the  1930s. 


figure  that  established 
himself  as  a  real  player 
in  the  proliferation  of 
gambling  in  the  west. 


The  hustle  and  bustle  of  the  mechanical  slats  of  the  Nevada  ( "dub. 
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Fitzgerald  was  shot  in  the  back 
with  a  sawed-off  12 -guage 
shotgun  at  close  range. 
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Lincoln  Fitzgerald  eventually  moved  from  Detroit  to 
Reno  and  opened  the  Nevada  Club  in  1947. 

However,  it  was  only  two  years  later  that  an 
assassination  attempt  took  place  in  his  home  on 
November  18,  1949.  Fitzgerald  was  shot  in  the  back 
with  a  sawed-off  12-gauge  shotgun  at  close  range. 

He  suffered  a  severed  spinal  cord,  damaged  liver,  and 
perforated  lung  but  managed  to  survive  despite  the 
fact  that  an  X-ray  revealed  that  1 10  pellets  were 
scattered  throughout  his  body.  Although  some  people 
felt  that  other  casino  owners  had  the  strongest  motive 
to  have  committed  the  murder,  most  people  felt  that 
the  attempted  murder  was  a  mob  hit  as  a  result  of  his 
own  involvement  with  the  Purples  back  in  Detroit. 
Rumor  has  it  that  he  left  Detroit  with  “Purple 
money”  to  start  his  gambling  business  in  Nevada. 


After  being  hospitalized  for  nearly  six  months, 
Fitzgerald  immediately  moved  into  the  Nevada  Club 
permanently.  He  built  a  solid  steel  bullet  proof  room 
in  the  middle  of  the  casino  floor  and  was  always 
flanked  by  security  guards.  A  photograph  of  Lincoln 
Fitzgerald  would  be  extremely  rare  as  he  would  not 
allow  his  photograph  to  be  taken  as  he  was  constantly 
aware  that  he  was  a  target  and  was  afraid  of  another 
attack.  I  he  Nevada  Historical  Society  has  an  exten¬ 
sive  photo  archive  but  even  in  their  enormous  collec¬ 
tion  of  photographs,  they  do  not  have  a  single  photo¬ 
graph  of  Lincoln  Fitzgerald.  Lincoln  Fitzgerald  died 
in  1981  and  his  wife  Meta  passed  away  in  2004  at 
the  age  of  92.

The  General  Services  Administration  hoard  of  silver  dol¬ 
lars,  the  Redfield  hoard  and  the  Binion  collection  have  all 
served  as  huge  contributions  to  the  numismatic  hobby. 
These  major  collections  are  warmly  embraced  by  collectors 
and  has  ended  up  in  the  hands  of  long-term  collectors  that 
have  no  intention  of  ever  selling  their  coins.  The  excite¬ 
ment  surrounding  a  discovery  or  hoard  is  usually  enough 
to  guarantee  an  eventual  sell  out  and  make  the  recover 
only  a  memory  for  future  collectors. 


Well-known  dealer,  Ronald  Gillio 
acquired  the  collection  earlier  this 
year.  He  stated  that  “There  were  lit¬ 
erally  tons  of  materials  in  the  hoard; 
more  than  100,000  old  silver  coins 
from  dimes  to  dollars,  and  thou¬ 
sands  of  casino  chips  and  brass 
tokens  that  have  all  been  stored  in 
canvas  bags  inside  six  safes.  The 
total  face  value  alone  of  the  coins, 
chips  and  tokens  is  over  a  half  a 

million  dollars.  ”  Each  of  the  safes  '  . . . . 

held  dozens  of  bags  of  silver  dollars  and  coins,  and 
many  have  tags  from  the  United  States  Mint  indicating 
they  were  original  sealed  bags.  Even  display  materials 
from  the  casino  have  been  acquired  such  as  huge  steer 
horns  that  decorated  the  club’s  bar  in  the  late  1940’s.

The  decision  to  strike  gold  dollars  along  with  silver  dollars  resulted  from  the  California  gold  rush.  In  theory,  the  price  of  silver  and  gold  would  be  held  at  a  set 
level  and  both  would  circulate  alongside  each  other  and  be  interchangeable  in  commerce  under  a  bimetallic  money  standard,  the  kind  we  had  ever  since  the 
Coinage  Act  of  1792.  Gold  dollar  coinage  began  in  1849,  just  as  the  trickle  of  bullion  from  the  California  Gold  Rush  turned  into  a  flood,  sending  a  previously 
unprecedented  supply  of  gold  to  the  mints  and  from  there  onto  the  world  market.  The  thin  Gold  dollars  were  being  minted  in  large  numbers  by  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint,  and  in  smaller  numbers  at  the  three  the  branch  mints  of  New  Orleans,  Charlotte,  and  Dahlonega.  The  Type  2  design  lasted  until  mid  year  1 856  when 
Liberty’s  head  was  modified  into  a  larger,  lower-relief  head  that  collectors  refer  to  as  the  Type  III  design.  The  change  in  design  created  a  very  elusive  type  com  lor 
collectors  in  the  Type  II  Gold  dollar.

•  in  this  no  stars  quarter  eagle  struck  the  first  year  of  issue.  The  fields  are  essentially  immaculate  for  so  modest  a  grade  as  AU55,  and  the  strike  is  bold  enough  to 
warrant  special  mention.  Careful  scrutiny  with  a  magnifying  glass  reveals  the  following  minor  points:  a  few  tiny  hairlines  in  the  field  to  the  left  of  Liberty;  a  lit- 
Hi  reddish  copper  staining  in  the  lower  right  obverse  in  which  there  are  some  additional  small  marks;  a  thin  pin  line  from  the  points  of  the  arrows  on  the  reverse; 
and  finally  some  very  slight  adjustment  marks  in  the  center  of  the  eagle  affecting  its  neck  feathers  and  a  portion  of  the  shield  lines  both  horizontal  and  vertical. 

It  is  believed  based  upon  estimates  published  by  Walter  Breen  —  that  only  963  examples  were  struck  of  the  first  quarter  eagle.  Interestingly,  these  were  of  a 
r  ind  i l"nt  design,  a  motif  that  would  be  discontinued  after  these  963  coins  left  the  press.  Within  these  983  there  are  two  die  varieties  —  two  different  reverse 
■  he  difti  ring  from  each  other  only  by  minute  details.  Designed  by  Robert  Scot,  the  1796  quarter  eagle  features  the  capped  head  (“bust")  of  Liberty  looking  right. 
The  field  is  plain,  save  for  the  date  1796  below  the  bust. 

I  he  rever.i  r  arries  the  Heraldic  Eagle  design  similar  to  that  used  on  gold  and  silver  denominations  of  the  1800  era.  Adapted  from  the  Great  Seal  of  the  United 
Stares,  the  cenrcr  motif  depicts  an  eagle  with  a  shield  (“escutcheon")  on  its  breast,  holding  an  olive  branch  and  arrows  in  its  talons,  and  in  its  beak  a  ribbon 
inscribed  I  T'l  I  KIRI  S  I  NUM.  A  'crest"  of  stars  is  above,  with  a  row  of  clouds  in  an  arc  extending  from  one  wing  to  the  other.  The  inscription  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA  surrounds  There  is  no  mark  indicating  the  denomination.  Of  the  963  pieces  believed  to  have  been  minted,  it  has  been  estimated  hv

1808  $2.50  Capped  Bust  NGC  AU-55  Long  admired  for  its  status  as  a  one-year  design,  the  mint  struck  the  large  capped  bust  design  of  Liberty  in  1808  on  the 
quarter  eagle  this  year,  and  only  this  year.  While  concentration  was  made  on  producing  tens  of  thousands  of  half  eagles,  vintage  1  795  to  1834,  quarter  eagles  were 
left  out  in  the  cold.  It  seems  this  denomination  wasni't  required  for  export  purposes,  and  bankers  had  little  call  for  them  either.  Exporters  and  bank  deposits  ot 
bullion  were  the  two  chief  sources  of  bullion  in  those  days.  After  this  1808  issue,  no  further  emissions  of  the  quarter  eagle  occurred  until  1821,  a  full  13  years 

later! 

The  present  offering  is  just  about  perfect  for  the  grade,  with  limited  signs  of  abrasions  on  the  portrait  (a  few  light  line-thin  marks  cross  the  cheek  and  neck).  There 
is  some  luster  within  and  around  the  main  peripheral  legends  and  stars,  accounting  for  the  1551  grade,  with  typical  flat-topped  stars  on  either  side  and  normal 
light  friction  on  the  topmost  hair  curls,  drapery,  and  at  the  back  of  the  cap.  The  eagle  is  similarly  well  preserved,  including  most  all  feather  detail  in  the  wings, 
neck  and  legs  a  very  attractive  shield,  and  choice  rims  with  full  lettering  and  a  sharp  E  PLURIBUS  UMUM  ribbon  above  the  eagle.  Collectors  who  focus  on 
the  early  quarter  eagles  will  want  to  put  this  one  away  for  future  appreciation,  both  monetary  appreciation  as  well  as  psychical,  since  the  coin  has  behind  it  close

1821  $2.50  Capped  Head  PCGS  MS-62  I  he  design  for  this  issue  of  1821-27  includes  Capped  Head  to  left,  13  stars  surrounding  head,  date  below  and  a  reverse 
with  a  perched  eagle.  The  head  of  1808  was  modified  and  now  employs  a  smaller  portrait  (no  lower  drapery),  differently  styled  than  the  preceding,  and  has  stars 
completely  around,  rather  than  just  to  the  left  and  right.  Possibly  by  Robert  Scot,  who  continued  as  chief  engraver  at  the  mint,  but  the  design  is  likely  by  some¬ 
one  else  in  the  Mint,  identity  not  known  today,  with  the  motif  adapted  from  that  made  earlier  by  John  Reich.  Quarter  eagles  of  this  type  were  made  only  in  small 
quantities,  and  probably  lor  special  purposes.  There  was  little  call  for  the  $2.50  denomination  from  bankers  or  exporters.  Most  today  show  ample  evidence  of  cir¬ 
culation,  which  is  why  this  Mint  State  62  prooflike  specimen  is  several  steps  above  average.  We  see  plentiful  mint  luster  in  the  fields  and  in  the  devices,  with  off¬ 
setting  brownish-gold  patina  on  the  tops  of  the  curls  and  flattened  stars,  etc.  There  is  a  small  nick  just  to  the  left  of  the  12th  star,  and  a  few  other  light  abrasions

They  could 
accept  a  certificate  redeemable  in  coin  at  Philadelphia,  or  they  could  come 
back  to  Dahlonega  to  collect  in  coin  after  their  deposit  had  been  assayed  and

PCGS  and  NGC 
list  only  6  graded  Mint  State.  The  obverse  dentils  of  this  attractive  About  Uncirculated  58  are  typically  weak  along  the  upper  portions  and  diagnostic  to  this  date, 
with  the  leaf  left  of  the  date  also  weak  but  this  time  from  die  lapping,  further  confirming  that  this  piece  is  indeed  genuine.  There  is  a  short  scratch  above  the 
feather  puffs  of  the  ornamental  “war  bonnet.”  Collectors  can  bid  secure  in  the  knowledge  that  this  coin  is  not  only  original,  but  that  it  has  the  assurance  of  the 
NGC  conservative  grade. 


l  hree-dollar  gold  pieces  simply  do  not  fit  into  a  decimal  monetary  scheme  like  ours.  Yet  Americans  were  given  such  a  coin,  courtesy  of  their  careful  thinking  rep¬ 
resentatives.  The  series  got  off  to  a  respectable  beginning  when  138,613  1854s  came  tumbling  from  the  press  at  Philadelphia.  However,  Dahlonega’s  production 
was  anemic  by  comparison.  In  the  years  thereafter  mintage  declined  quickly,  with  only  a  hiccough  or  two  in  1874  and  again  in  1878.  This  all-but-forgotten 
denomination  came  to  a  close  with  the  Coinage  Act  of  1 890;  the  same  Act  that  abolished  two  other  unnecessary  denominations,  the  Gold  Dollar  and  Three-cent

Several  of  those  are  in  institutional  collections  such  as  the  ANA  Museum,  where  Harry  Bass’  main  set  of  Proof  $3s  resides,  and  some  may  have  been  lost  over  the 
years.  Proof  gold  has  endured  a  growth  in  popularity  of  late,  as  more  are  becoming  attuned  to  its  absolute  rarity  and  the  paucity  of  superb  specimens  ot  many 
issues.  The  present  example  would  be  a  point  of  pride  to  a  specialist  or  would  be  an  awe-inspiring  coin  in  a  type  set  or  small  collection  of  important  coins,  and 
it  must  be  counted  among  the  very  finest  specimens  surviving  of  this  issue.

1879  $4  Gold.  Flowing  hair  NGC  Proof  65  Ultra  Cameo.  This  is  the  historic  pattern  issue  struck  in  gold,  a  resplendent  1879  $4  Flowing  Hair  “Stella  ,  Judd- 
1635,  Pollock-1832,  Rarity  or  Pollock-1833,  Rarity-6.  The  history  of  the  four  dollar  gold  piece,  or  "stella,  is  ingrained  in  the  late  19th  century  desire  to  produce 
U  S  coinage  that  would  be  acceptable  on  the  international  market.  The  dual  denomination  $5-25  francs  pattern  coinage  of  1868  (Judd-656  through  659)  is  one 
of  the  earliest  attempts  in  this  direction.  It  was  followed  by  Dana  Bickfords  1874  pattern  eagle  (Judd- 1373  through  1378)  and,  finally  in  the  metric  1879-1880 
Stellas  The  Flowing  Hair  Liberty  designed  by  Charles  E.  Barber,  assistant  engraver  at  the  mint,  was  struck  in  two  alloys  in  1 879.  Twenty  five  coins  (Pollock- 1 832) 
were  produced  in  the  metric  alloy  of  85.71%  gold,  4.29%  silver,  and  10.0%  copper.  The  Mint  delivered  these  pieces  to  Congress  as  part  ot  three-piece  pattern 
sets.  Increased  demand  for  representations  of  the  new  denomination  resulted  in  the  production  of  a  further  400  coins  (Pollock-1833)  in  the  standard  alloy  ot 

90.0%  gold  and  10.0%  copper. 

This  piece  may  be  to  be  one  of  the  originals  from  1879,  as  seen  from  the  lack  of  die  striations  in  the  central  portion  of  the  obverse.  The  fields  are  deeply  reflective 
and  glassy  with  gorgeous  mint  frostiness  on  the  devices,  which  gives  the  coin  a  noticeable  cameo  contrast.  The  usual  tiny  luster  grazes  that  accompany  many  Proofs 
of  this  type  are  completely  absent  here,  nor  are  there  any  errant  specks  of  grease  or  orange  copper  “spots”  —  thereby  creating  an  impression  of  first-class  preservation 
and  eye-appeal!  The  coin  is  housed  in  an  NGC  holder  with  the  serial  number  1872481-001  and  is  sure  to  be  a  hit  with  advanced  bidders  to  the  sale.  (#805')

425  1880  $4  Gold.  Coiled  hair  NGC  Proof  63  A  choice  specimen  of  this  great  rarity  featuring  brownish  gold 

color,  the  usual  weakness  on  the  portrait  from  insufficient  die  pressure  and  roller  lines  resulting  in  lack  of 
sharpness  on  most  of  the  forward  hair  waves,  a  flat-toped  ear,  and  residual  areas.  Numerous  light,  mainly  par¬ 
allel  hairlines  suggest  cleaning  at  one  time.  The  reverse  is  much  sharper  in  detail  with  little  signs  of  weakness 
even  on  the  small  dot  pattern  outlining  the  star  points.  Crisp  centers.  On  this  curious  coin,  the  denomination 
appears  three  times,  once  as  400  CENTS,  again  as  FOUR  DOL.  The  third  and  final  version  takes  some  famil¬ 
iarity  with  the  enabling  legislation,  since  the  term  STELLA  itself  was  defined  as  a  $4  coin  just  as  Eagle  is 
defined  in  the  Coinage  Act  of  1792  as  a  gold  coin  of  $10  value.  So  the  denomination  appears  three  times  on 
this  coin.  Why  the  off-beat  denomination?  Stellas  were  meant  to  be  a  part  of  a  new,  proposed,  and  then 
dropped,  scheme  for  issuing  a  series  of  American  coins  on  the  metric  system.  This  handsome  offering  is  one  of 
the  major  rarities  in  the  sale  and  should  command  a  lot  of  attention  and  press  coverage.

42”  1796  $5  Capped  Bust.  6  over  5.  Small  eagle  PCGS  EF-40  Here  is  a  very  rare  coin  that  has  been  more  or  less  unavailable  for  quite  some  time.  The  surfaces 

are  better  than  average  for  the  Extremely  Fine  grade,  but  not  quite  choice,  as  minimal  handling  marks  can  be  seen  with  the  aid  of  a  glass  and  a  short  but  not  deep 
scratch  on  the  eagle’s  leg.  However,  on  the  positive  side,  note  the  clear  design  of  both  the  obverse  and  reverse,  each  star  is  full,  and  great  care  was  taken  in  the 
placement  ot  each  so  that  no  point  overlaps  its  neighbor,  and  the  tenth  star  just  makes  contact  with  Liberty’s  cap.  Similar  on  the  lettering,  some  touch,  others  just 
miss  each  other.  The  engraver  had  some  trouble  with  AME,  and  the  serifs  of  the  M  overlap  both  surrounding  letters  as  there  simply  was  not  enough  room  to 
shoehorn  all  three  in  without  overlapping  the  eagle’s  wing.  As  to  the  overdate,  it  is  clear  with  the  aid  of  magnification,  with  a  large  5  partially  lost  beneath  the  6.

2  over  I  PC.GS  MS-62  Clear-cut  devices  point  to  it  having  been  giving  a  full  strike  by  the  dies,  which  is  most  evident  in  the  outstanding 
hair  and  cap  along  with  full  neck  feathers  on  the  eagle.  Very  appealing!  All  1802  half  eagles  are  from  an  1802  over  1801  die,  which  struck  a  total  of  53,176  pieces. 
Eye  appealing  frosty  gold  in  color  and  very  well  preserved  coins  like  this  are  becoming  more  difficult  to  find  with  each  turn  of  the  calendar.  The  dies  that  streuk 
rhis  one  struck  it  solidly,  enough  so  as  to  bring  out  all  stars,  curls  and  leathers  on  both  sides  as  described  above.  Somehow  this  one  was  saved  in  frosty  Uncircu¬ 
lated  condition.  Examination  will  note  how*  fine  the  surfaces  remain,  with  only  lew  signs  of  handling  or  other  grade  limiting  marks.  There  are  a  number  of  early 
halt  eagles  in  this  sale,  always  a  good  sign  of  strong  market  conditions;  both  high  grade  and  low  grade,  they  draw  collectors  from  the  far  corners  of  the  country, 
so  there  is  cerrainlv  something  for  everyone  to  choose  from,  with  this  lovely  Mint  State  62  1802  overdate  a  prime  candidate  for  some  connoisseur's  collection.

First,  the 
negatives  (and  these  are  minor):  a  hair-thin  pin  scratch  in  the  left  obverse 
field;  also,  we  detect  at  least  two  short  to  medium  length  lint  marks,  one 
above  the  scratch  and  another  crossing  almost  horizontally  through  the  hair 
at  about  the  level  with  Liberty’s  ear.  There  are  also  some  light  adjustment 
marks  in  the  hair.  The  reverse  is  much  nicer  appearing,  although  somewhat 
granular  at  the  eagle’s  head  and  neck  from  failure  to  press  completely  into  the 
die  recesses.

About  Uncirculated  58  example  of  this  classic  1808  over  7  date,  sharply 
impressed  by  the  dies  with  every  nuance  of  the  design  elements  crisp  and  full, 
even  the  obverse  center  dot  shows  on  Liberty’s  neck.  The  color  ranges  from 
lustrous  yellowish-gold  to  the  familiar  green  trace  often  seen  on  these  early 
pieces.  As  to  the  luster,  it  is  well  distributed  and  there  are  no  objectionable 
features,  with  a  choice  appearance  that  entices  the  eye.  Close  examination 
with  a  glass  will  note  a  few  trivial  contact  marks.  Mintage  in  1808  was 
55,578  but  it  seems  the  overdate  carries  around  double  the  premium  of  the

Bidders  may  choose  to  discount  the  slightly  optimistic 
grade  of  MS62  but  they  dare  not  overlook  this  choice  coin’s  sharp  devices  and 
historic  foundations  as  among  the  rarer  Types  in  American  numismatics. 
Many,  far  too  many,  early  half  eagles  were  either  exported  or  melted  soon 
after  they  were  made  as  being  worth  more  than  their  $5  face  value.  So  despite

1818  $5  Capped  Head.  “STATESOF”  NGC  MS-62  STATESOF  reverse  on  this  variety,  a  light  hazy  toned  specimen  through  which  the  mirror  or  prooflike 
surface  shines  almost  unimpeded.  There  are  some  hairlines  and  minor  weakening  at  the  centers  as  typical  for  the  1818  date. 

I  he  coinage  of  1818  comprises  three  major  varieties:  so-called  normal  dies,  a  reverse  in  which  STATESOF  runs  together  as  one  word,  and  a  find  reverse  in  which 
the  5D  denomination  is  erroneous  engraved  over  “50.”  All  are  scarce  from  an  original  mintage  of  51,723  pieces  (of  which  perhaps  97%  were  melted  or  export¬ 
ed  at  the  time). 

What  happened  to  all  the  early  Half  Eagles?  Why  was  their  mintage  so  large,  and  yet  today  few  survive?  Read  what  Neil  Carothers  (“Fractional  Money”)  has  to 
say  concerning  the  main  problem  plaguing  the  American  Mint  in  its  early  days: 

“General  economic  forces  were  also  unfavorable  to  coinage  progress.  The  ratio  of  1 5  to  1 ,  very  close  to  the  world’s  market  ratio  when  Hamilton  selected  it  [  1 792), 
was  out  of  line  before  the  end  of  the  century.  By  1799  the  ratio  in  Hamburg  and  London  was  1 5-3/4  to  1 .  At  this  rate  it  did  not  pay  to  take  gold  bullion  to  the 
mint.  Gold  was  not  imported  when  the  balance  of  trade  brought  metal  to  the  United  States.  The  coinage  of  silver  exceeded  gold  coinage  each  year  save  one  in 
the  period  from  1805  to  1834.  Gold  coinage  did  not  cease,  however,  small  supplies  of  bullion  coming  from  Mexico,  the  West  Indies,  and  in  later  years  from  Geor¬ 
gia  and  North  Carolina.  Market  reactions  to  metal  values  were  not  sensitive  in  that  day,  and  the  coinage  of  gold  continued  in  the  face  of  an  adverse  ratio.  But 
United  States  gold  was  not  a  general  medium  of  circulation  after  1800,  and  after  1825,  when  a  dollar  in  gold  had  reached  a  value  of  $1.02  of  silver,  it  ceased  to 
circulate  entirely."  (#8121)

35  1818  $5  Capped  Head.  “STATESOF”  PCGS  MS-62  This  important  vari¬ 

ety  is  marvelously  frosted  around  the  engraved  features  in  a  delicate  greenish 
to  yellow-gold  blend  over  fresh,  satiny  mint  luster.  It  is  very  well  struck,  with 
only  the  eagle’s  inner  left  wing  lacking  full  definition.  Also,  the  lovelock  on 
the  obverse  merges  into  the  neck  on  the  left  but  is  elsewhere  clearly  formed. 
Moderate  ticks  and  scuffs  are  evident  on  both  sides,  typical  of  this  Mint  State 
classification  but  not  heavy  or  intruding.  Visual  appeal  is  quite  exceptional, 
in  fact,  quite  exceptional  throughout. 

Utilizing  Obverse  2,  Reverse  B,  this  is  a  famous  variety,  recognized  for  a  nor¬ 
mally  widely  spaced  STATES  OF  appearing  as  one  word.  The  obverse  of  the 
exhibits  a  nearly  vertical  die  crack  extending  from  the  upper  rim  through  the 
sixth  star,  the  center  of  Liberty’s  portrait  and  8,  to  the  lower  rim.  Contrary  to 
decades  of  research  claiming  the  die  break  as  rare,  it  appears  that  most 
examples  of  Breen-2B  are  a  product  of  this  die  state.  It  must  have  cracked 
very  early  on.  For  date,  type  or  die  variety,  this  lustrous  frosty  coin  would  be 
a  challenge  to  improve  upon.  (#8121)

a  well  struck  with  excellent  definition  of  the  hair  curls,  wing  spread,  star  cen¬ 
ters,  shield  stripes,  etc.  For  the  grade,  only  very  minor  surface  marks  are 
noted,  fewer  than  average,  and  none  are  require  specific  discussion.  An  enjoy¬ 
able  example  to  ponder  as  it  nicely  represents  the  type  in  any  collection. 

Similar  to  the  preceding  1818,  we  observe  that  while  the  1820  is  not  a  leg¬ 
endary  rarity,  it  certainly  is  a  timeless  masterpiece  in  its  own  right.  Curious¬ 
ly,  the  number  of  dies  produced  for  the  different  varieties  of  1820  is  fairly 
extensive,  which  is  a  little  unusual  for  a  coin  of  which  relatively  few  are 
known  today.  A  commentary  concerning  1820  half  eagles  in  general  is  given 
under  the  following  lot.  Suffice  it  to  say,  the  present  specimen  is  sure  to 
attractive  notice  and,  after  selling,  will  bring  hours  of  enjoyment  to  the  new

182  S3  Capped  Head  PCGS  MS-63  Truly  defining  the  design  type  of  the  rare  1813-1829,  large  diameter,  hall  eagles,  the  present  1827  is  one  of  the  more 
noteworthy  we  have  ever  offered.  The  planchet  is  in  outstanding  condition,  and  the  luster  is  fresh  and  satiny  with  beautiful  warm  golden  orange  color.  The  price- 
reducing  adjustment  marks  present  on  a  recently  olfered  Mint  State  64  by  another  auction  service  are  nowhere  present  on  this  slightly  lesser  grade  Mint  State  63, 
thereby  serving  as  an  identifier.  I  he  striking  is  far  finer  than  normally  encountered  for  1827.  In  fact,  half  eagles  of  this  date  are  hardly  ever  seen  at  all!  It  is  our 
belief  from  prior  auction  results  that  no  more  than  about  seven  to  nine  examples  are  known  in  Mint  State,  plus  perhaps  two  to  four  in  higher  circulated  grades, 
sueh  as  Al  In  strict  terms  the  182  hall  eagle  may  be  rarer  than  the  1804  silver  dollar  or  Ultra  High  Relief  1907  $20  gold  piece.  Be  that  as  it  may,  the  published 
mintage  figure  ot  24.91 3  also  serves  to  confuse  the  issue  since  most  specialists  agree  that  virtually  all  were  exported  and  melted.  At  most  20  specimens  are  known 
making  the  1H_  just  a  little  less  rare  than  the  1819  and  a  bit  more  rare  than  the  1824.  Quite  probably  the  exact  figure  will  never  be  determined  with  finality, 
as  certain  holders  of  gold  rarities  have  not  sent  them  in  to  certification  services,  and  among  rarities  that  have  been  sent  to  certification  services,  some  have  been 
submitted  multiple  times. 

In  any  event,  the  I827  stands  as  an  incredible  rarity  today,  and  with  the  beauty  of  the  present  piece  (PCGS  #30201060),  its  desirability  is  even  further  ampli 
bed  All  known  pieces  are  from  a  single  die  pairing,  usually  decently  struck,  but  with  notable  exceptions.

The  continued  exporting  of  American  gold  coins  finally  caused  congress  to  act.  In  their  coinage  Act  of  June  28,  1834,  the  mint  was  instructed  to  lower  the  gold 
content  of  Half  Eagles  just  sufficiently  to  where  they  no  longer  were  profitable  to  melt.  It  has  been  estimated  that  upwards  of  98%  of  the  original  pre-1834  No 
Motto  mintage  was  consigned  to  the  melting  pots.  Much  was  refashioned  into  these  No  Motto  Half  Eagles  designed  by  William  Kneass  and  struck  in  1834  to 
1838. 

So  many  earlier  pieces  were  consigned  to  the  melt  pots  that  by  1838,  when  this  half  eagle  was  minted,  production  had  begun  to  decline.  Only  286,^88  pieces 
were  minted  at  Philadelphia  that  year.  (#8176)

1799  $10  Capped  Bust  NGC  AU-58  Production  increased  to  37,449  coins  for  the.  1799  $10  Eagle,  giving  this  issue  of  capped  bust  eagle  the  second  highest 
mintage  for  the  series.  While  all  of  the  obverse  dies  bear  13  stars  arranged  eight  and  five,  two  different  star  punch  sizes  were  used;  the  resulting  varieties  are  called 
Small  Stars  and  Large  Stars.  The  numerals  in  the  date  are  spaced  variously;  Some  coins  have  a  Close  Date,  some  a  Wide  Date,  and  others  an  Irregular  Date.  Ten 
die  varieties  are  known  for  1799,  representing  the  combinations  of  five  obverse  dies  and  seven  reverse  dies.  A  splendid  About  Uncirculated  58  early  eagle  that 
ranks  high  among  survivors  not  only  because  it  is  so  lustrous,  but  perhaps  more  importantly  for  sharpness,  clean  surfaces  and  resultant  eye  appeal.  This  is  the 
Taraszka  6-F  variety  with  large  stars  and  Reverse  M  having  the  lowest  arrowhead  right  of  the  right  upright  of  U.  A  common  variety,  Rarity-3.  (#8562)

1803  $10  Capped  Bust.  Small  reverse  stars  PCGS  AU-58  The  Philadelphia  Mint  struck  an  estimated  15,017  1803  capped  bust  eagles  from  a  single  obverse 
die  and  several  different  reverse  dies.  The  reverses  are  known  with  Small  Stars  and  Large  Stars.  One  variety  for  the  Large  Stars  has  faint  traces  ol  a  fourteenth  star 
punched  into  a  cloud! 

Offered  here  is  a  nicely  preserved  early  Heraldic  Eagle  Ten  Dollar  with  large  stars  and  the  date  1803  below  the  portrait.  It  features  bright  yellow-gold  surfaces  that 
are  boldly  struck  through  the  centers  and  show  occasional  softness  on  the  peripheral  details,  such  as  the  shoulder,  lowermost  curls,  the  first  tour  stars,  including 
an  invariably  weak  area  where  the  arrow  shafts  are  attached  to  the  eagle’s  claw.  There  is  some  mild  field  adjusting  along  the  upper  right  portion  of  the  reverse  from 
where  the  coin  “blank”  was  weighed  and  filed  slightly  before  the  coin  was  struck  by  the  dies.  Centers  are  very  sharp,  as  noted  in  the  eagle’s  breast,  neck,  and  eye 
details  along  with  most  of  the  shield  lines,  most  of  the  wing  feathers,  etc.  The  fields  are  generously  prooflike  rather  than  frosty. 

Just  one  1803-dated  obverse  die  was  placed  in  service  and  was  used  in  combination  with  six  different  reverse  dies.  This  basic  reverse  design  type  has  a  constella¬ 
tion  of  small  stars  between  the  eagle  and  clouds.

Proofs  are  the  same,  and  if  any  other  one  is  Deep  Cameo,  then  this  piece  is  also.  The  mint  excelled  itself  when  it  made  Proof  Eagles  in  1896-99.  Just  86  Proofs 
were  struck  this  year,  of  which  very  few  survive  today  in  the  quality  offered  here.  This  particular  date  has  the  obverse  field  deeply  basined,  from  the  die-making 
process  adding  more  curvature  than  normal,  and  giving  an  especially  vibrant  cameo  effect.

It  has  everything  going  for 
it  and  none  of  the  usual  problems,  suggesting  “premium  quality”  is  the  defin¬ 
ing  attrbute! 

Much  like  the  double  eagle  design  of  1907-08  and  later,  this  Saint-Gaudensi 
designed  $10  Eagle  was  modified  by  Charles  Barber  in  1907.  There  wasi 
almost  certainly  some  professional  jealousy  involved,  and  Barber  went  toi 
work  reducing  the  relief  of  these  coins,  under  the  logical  reasoning  of  easier i 
production.  It  is  generally  conceded  today  that  the  results  of  Barber’s  work* 
while  still  very  beautiful,  doesn’t  match  Saint-Gaudens’  original  masterful 
design  of  1907.  In  his  Complete  Encyclopedia  of  U.S.  and  Colonial  Coins. 
Walter  Breen  summed  up  the  modifications  by  Barber  in  his  usual  rather 
ascerbic  way:  “Whatever  the  reason,  the  design  finally  put  into  circulation  is 
not  by  St.  Gaudens  at  all,  but  is  instead  Barber’s  inferior  copy  of  the  St.  Gau- 
dens  models.  Not  only  is  the  relief  less  bold,  but  the  triangular  dots  are  omit¬ 
ted,  the  branch  is  differently  shaped,  a  curl  encroaches  on  I  BE,  some  letters 
are  differently  shaped,  and  feather  ends  are  clearer  —  though  central  hair  and 
feathers  are  not.  Hard  to  believe  Breen  could  hold  the  same  opinion  while 
examining  this  gorgeous  Gem  MS66  1908!  (#8859)

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1908-D  $10  Indian.  With  motto  PCGS  MS-63  This  is  the  relatively 
affordable  1908-D  With  Motto  variety  from  a  newly  authorized  reverse  bear¬ 
ing  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  in  the  field  before  the  eagle  after  Congress  acted 
in  response  to  public  outcry  to  restore  the  national  motto  that  had  been 
adopted  in  the  1860s.  Mintage  of  836,500  assures  that  choice  examples  may 
be  found  without  difficulty.  Nicely  toned  over  satin  frost;  a  few  marks  on  the 
front  of  the  eagles  below  the  neck.  (#8860) 


1908-S  $10  Indian.  With  motto  ANACS  MS-62  While  the  P-  and  D-mint 
With  Motto  tens  of  this  Type  in  1908  are  high  mintage,  the  1908-S  seems 
like  it  was  an  afterthought.  Only  59,850  were  produced  at  the  usually  pro¬ 
lific  San  Francisco  facility  (often  this  mint  struck  well  over  one  million  $10 
gold  pieces  in  annually  in  after  the  turn  of  the  century).  As  such,  collectors 
esteem  1908-S  and  have  a  special  place  for  it  in  their  hearts.  (#8861)

It  is  normal  to  find  somewhat  light  strike  at  the  high  points  of 
the  obverse  and  at  the  star  centers,  high  grade  pieces  tend  to  be  but  are  now  always  prooflike.  Most  if  not  all  specimens  show  prominent  die  clash  marks  on  the 
obverse,  the  dies  must  have  clashed  early  in  the  coinage  run.  (#8927)

1859-S  $20  Liberty  NGC  AU-55  Dusky,  unclcaned  gold  color.  We  re  cautioned  not  to  use  the  word  “dirty”  but  that  aspect  gives  a  better  description  of  the 
golden  appearance  as  though  it  were  right  out  of  an  old  canvas  bank  bag  and  went  straight  to  the  grading  service  without  passing  GO.  The  1859-S  is  easily 
acquired  in  circulated  grades,  but  About  Uncirculated  specimens  with  this  much  luster  and  minimum  of  abrasions  certainly  shouldn't  be  overlooked.  In  Mint 
Stare,  the  1859-S  is  hard  to  find,  not  being  represented  in  any  significant  hoards,  cither  “treasure"  hoards  or  from  importations  from  European  bank  stocks.  Only

B.L.,  also  diagnostic;  small  areas  of  die  polish  on  neck  before  hair  and  in  front  of  eye;  dentils  well  apart  except  near  date.  Reverse:  No  extra  outlines  at  stars;  rays 
well  apart;  die  overpolishing  has  left  some  feathers  fragmentary  on  dexter  wing  and  below  shield;  no  unpolished  areas  at  branch  or  arrows  or  letters.  Dentils  well 
apart,  tapering  and  unusually  narrow  at  ends.  Possibly  the  1859  die  repolished. 

An  amazingly  well  preserved  Proof  with  rich  cameo  effects  from  the  frosted  relief  left  by  the  dies.  To  own  such  a  prodigy  is  to  bring  you  into  the  world  of  high 
end  collecting,  so  different  from  ordinary  numismatic  items,  a  coin  like  this  creates  a  following  of  devoted  fans.  As  we  said,  it  is  a  model  of  1 860  high  quality  and 
so  altogether  admirable,  with  not  a  single  drawback  to  report.  The  coin’s  very  perfection  has  made  it  necessary  to  warn  bidders  to  sit  upright  in  their  chairs  when 
presenting  their  bidder  cards  for  the  auctioneer  to  see.  You  may  not  whistle  at  him  to  gain  his  attention,  however,  for  this  is  not  permitted,  but  a  quick  snapping 
of  the  fingers  wouldn’t  be  frowned  upon  should  his  attention  wander.  NGC  certification  #1^85864-01 1 .

2,976.453  pieces;  in  fact,  it  surpasses  any  19th  century  double  eagle  of  any 
of  the  three  types.  This  was  caused  by  panic  conversion  of  bullion  into  coins 
lor  hoarding  or  export  at  the  outbreak  of  the  war  in  America  between  the 
Union  forces  ol  the  North  and  the  Confederacy  of  the  Southern  states.  Curi¬ 
ously,  researches  tell  us  that  some  of  this  metal  came  from  melted  down  Type 
I  gold  dollars.  In  the  waning  days  of  December  1861,  when  the  outcome  of 
the  Civil  War  was  uncertain,  banks  stopped  paying  out  gold  coins  at  part  in 
exchange  for  paper  money.  Hoarding,  which  had  begun  a  year  before,  grew 
intense,  and  this  probably  accounts  for  the  survival  of  200  or  more  Mint 
State  coins  today.  Although  the  large  mintage  played  a  role  as  well,  circulat¬ 
ed  examples  from  Very  l  ine  to  About  Uncirculated  are  very  common.  This 
is  a  remarkably  lustrous,  semi-prooflike  coin  whose  reddish-gold  features  are 
alive  with  vibrant  cartwheel  spinning  mint  frost.  The  fully  detailed  surfaces

In  the  process  of  enlarging  the  shield,  Paquet  seems  to  have  made  a  grievous 
mistake:  he  put  17  horizontal  lines,  thus  creating  a  16-stripe  shield  instead  of

The  1864  Philadelphia  Mint  twenty-dollar  gold  piece,  like  the  1863,  is  an 
important  issue  that  is  elusive  in  any  grade,  and  a  major  rarity  in  Mint  State 
or  grades  approaching  that  level;  usually  seen  in  circulated  grades,  with 
Extremely  Fine  and  About  Uncirculated  being  predominant  and  therefore 
readily  available  in  the  context  of  the  series.  Mint  State  coins  are  virtually 
unknown,  despite  various  landmark  shipwreck  discoveries  of  (mainly)  San 
Francisco  mint  issues  from  the  early  1 860s.  In  fact,  over  a  long  period  of  years 
there  have  been  more  listings  for  Proof  1864  double  eagles,  themselves  rare, 
than  for  true  Mint  States!

I  fu  vear  !  866  was  one  of  Transition  in  silver  and  gold  coins.  Patriotic  fervor  arising  out  of  the  suffering  of  Civil  War  gave  birth  to  proposals  for  a  pious  motto 
to  be  adopted  for  America's  coinage.  In  1861,  1862,  and  1863,  two  alternatives  of  this  motto  were  used  on  Pattern  coins.  The  first,  GOD  OUR  TRUST,  was 
abandoned:  the  more  rhythmical  sounding  IN  GOD  WF.  TRUST  was  included  on  the  new  Two-cent  Pieces  of  1864  and  Shield  Nickels  of  1866.  The  Act  of 
March  3,  1 863  had  a  clause  authorizing  this  motto.  However,  it  took  the  Philadelphia  Mint  several  months  to  add  it  to  the  production  dies.  (Philadelphia  nude 
dies  for  the  branch  mints).  It  is  for  this  reason  that  only  a  few  No  Motto  Twenty  Dollar  Gold  pieces  were  made  at  San  Francisco  before  the  revised  With  Motto 
reverse  dies  arrived.  The  present  specimen  is  one  of  an  estimated  12,000  struck.  Not  many  come  on  the  market;  they  were  never  readily  available,  even  100  years 
•  go  when  collecting  by  date  and  mint  as  well  as  variety  collecting  first  gained  acceptance.  (#8945)

The  mint  struck  101  Proofs  of  this  high  denomination  gold  coin  in  1908.  All  were  issued  with  the  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST  motto,  a  result  of  Congressional 
response  to  criticism  of  the  action  taken  by  President  Roosevelt  who  eliminated  the  motto  from  the  newly  designed  Saint-Gaudens  gold  pieces  in  1907.  Roosevelt 
was  a  devoutly  religious  man.  He  objected  to  seeing  the  name  of  the  deity  on  coinage,  and  had  the  courage  to  impose  his  convictions  on  the  mint  (and  thereby 
on  the  American  public).  In  1908,  there  were  two  sand-blast  or  matte  finishes  used,  a  lighter  one  of  which  only  3  are  known  and  the  darker  finish  of  the  type 
offered  here.  This  piece  very  closely  resembles  the  lower  denomination  Proofs  of  1908  which  have  a  coarse-grain  finish.  Even  though  the  surfaces  are  deeper  in 
hue  than  seen  on  later  issues,  there  is  a  considerable  sparkle  of  the  sandblast  finish  that  is  visible  when  viewed  with  a  loupe. 


1  he  1908  Proof  is  the  first  year  of  the  1908-15  Proof  twenties.  And  though  it  is  true  that  it  is  the  date  most  frequently  offered  among  the  eight  issues  in  this  very 
rare  series,  an  early  writer  suggested  that  an  unknown  number  of  Proofs  were  melted  in  the  mint  as  unsold  on  January  2,  1909.  Published  estimates  of  the  num¬ 
ber  actually  in  existence  today  range  from  as  few  as  1 5  to  25  (Bowers)  to  as  many  as  30  to  35  (Akers).  We  believe  the  number  may  have  to  be  expanded  to  include 
between  45  and  60  pieces  in  all  grades  known  today.  NGC  alone  has  graded  69  pieces,  according  to  its  latest  web  site  enumeration.  We  can  assume  many  of  these 
are  either  resubmissions  or  so-called  cross-overs  with  more  than  a  little  duplication  in  the  active  number  graded.

The  great  gold  strikes  of  the  mid- 1800  Is  changed  all  that, 
dramatically  producing  a  flood  of  wealth,  but  politics  prevented  mints  from  being  built  in  these  new  gold  mining  areas.  Many  private  companies  rushed  in  to  fill 
this  void,  establishing  private  mints  in  such  gold-producing  regions  as  South  Appalachia,  California,  Utah,  Oregon  and  Colorado  and  averted  a  monetary  crisis 
in  these  areas.  I  he  story  of  this  hearty  breed  of  pioneer  coiner  is  told  in  these  coins.  Life  on  the  frontier  was  an  exciting  experience,  and  Private  Gold  Coins  and 
Patterns  of  the  United  States  tells  the  story  better  than  any  other  reference  book.  This  is  a  lustrous,  if  indifferently  produced  example  of  the  very  rare  1855  Wass, 
Molitor  $10  gold  denomination.  The  fields  display  typical  rough  edges  such  as  a  scrape  in  the  upper  left  obverse  field,  and  minor  obliteration  of  stars  and  denom¬ 
ination  from  lack  of  die  pressure.  One  curiosity  of  the  1855  date  is  a  faint  round  circle  below  the  second  5  in  the  date,  believed  to  have  been  the  result  of  chang¬ 
ing  the  die  to  read  1855  from  1852!  (#10354)

of  scuffs  is  located  on  the  reverse  above  the  sun  rays  and  affecting  the  rim 
denticles  nearby.  However,  elsewhere,  the  rims  did  not  attract  any  bumps  or 
injury  other  than  the  aforementioned. 

The  obverse  depicts  a  portrait  of  Liberty  adapted  from  the  $20  design  of 
1849-1907,  but  with  her  coronet  inscribed  KELLOGG  &C  CO.  Thirteen 
stars  surround,  and  the  date  1855  is  below.  The  eagle  closely  imitates  the  Fed¬ 
eral  design  as  well,  including  the  denomination  TWENTY  D.  but  with  SAN 
FRANCISCO  CALIFORNIA  above  in  place  of  the  statutory  inscription.

The  devices  are 
pretty  much  as  struck  showing  a  little  softness  on  one  of  the  eagle’s  claws,  the 
edge  of  the  shield,  and  minor  flatness  on  the  neck  feathers,  but  by  no  means 
can  this  be  said  to  be  anything  but  nicely  struck.  Choice  rims  as  well  to  com¬

Finely  porous,  the  surface  shows  no  unusual  marks  or  signs  of 
wear,  nor  does  the  cheek  or  the  eagle.  In  fact,  the  dies  left  behind  a  rigid

American  numismatics.  The  surface  is  medium  brown  and  thoroughly  spot- 
free,  giving  it  a  nice  glassy  smooth  appearance.  When  the  eagle  and  wreath 
are  examined  under  low  magnification,  their  sharp  relief  becomes  all  the 
more  captivating. 


Many  old-timers  in  the  numismatic  hobby  cut  got  their  first  experience  with 
the  Flying  Eagle  and  Indian  cent  series,  and  who  hasn’t  dreamed  about  buy¬ 
ing  a  key  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cent?  Current  opinion  suggests  that  1,500  to 
2,500  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  were  issued,  some  struck  in  1856,  and  others 
over  the  course  of  the  next  few  years  to  fill  collector  demand.  The  Snow-9 
variety  is  the  most  widely  recognized  Proof  issue,  and  is  almost  always  attrac¬ 
tive  barring  a  few  weakly  struck  examples.  These  cents  won’t  come  as  bargains 
in  today’s  active  marketplace,  but  on  the  other  hand,  were  they  ever  cheap? 
We  doubt  it.  One  clever  fellow  in  the  early  part  of  the  20th  century  was  able 
to  accumulate  731  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  in  various  grades  including  many 
Proofs!  His  name  was  Beck  and  as  seems  obvious,  the  allure  of  the  flying 
eagle  beckoned  him  on.  Anyone  today  in  the  early  21st  century  would  be 
advised  not  to  try  to  copy  Beck  since  the  task  wouldn’t  just  be  formidable,  it 
would  be  impossible  since  they  are  now  widely  dispersed,  with  many  locked 
away  in  estates  or  stable  coin  collections.  (#2037)

Without  question  the  most  talked  about  of  all  small  cent  rarities,  certainly  a 
date  and  issue  whose  fame  is  pervasive  and  growing  within  the  numismatic 
fraternity.  Many  of  us  in  today’s  hobby  got  our  start  on  the  Flying  Eagle  and 
•  Indian  cent  series,  and  who  among  us  has  not  dreamed  of  owning  a  key  1 856 
flying  eagle?  Current  thought  has  it  that  perhaps  1,500  to  2,500  1856  Flying 
Eagle  cents  were  struck,  some  in  1856,  and  others  over  the  span  of  the  next 
few  years  as  more  and  more  collectors  learned  about  them.  Initially  produced 
to  influence  congressmen  and  others  of  the  need  for,  and  utilitarian  size  of, 
small  cents  to  replace  the  old  circulating  coppers,  they  were  later  produced 
for  collectors  and  others.  Regardless  of  the  final  number  produced,  this  date 
has  always  been  a  prized  rarity  in  U.S.  numismatics,  almost  since  the  date  of 
inauguration.  Attractive  choice  1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  dont  come  cheaply 
in  today’s  numismatic  bazaar,  but  on  the  other  hand,  they  never  have.  We 
expect  that  the  present  coin  will  see  determined  bidding,  with  the  conclusion 
that  befits  a  choice  Proof  quality  example  of  this  esteemed  rarity.  (#2013)

Following  the  death  of  Abraham  Lincoln  in  1865,  the  nation  descended  into 
a  snake  pit  of  political  corruption  under  Andrew  Johnson  (Lincolns  succes¬ 
sor)  and  then  Ulysses  S.  Grant.  The  center  of  it  was  Tammany  Hall’s  boss, 
William  Marcy  Tweed,  who,  in  1866,  “bought”  the  State  legislative  assembly 
of  New  York.  Tweed  s  organization,  using  bribery  and  fraud,  garnered  illegal 
sums  that  may  have  amounted  to  $200  million  in  the  next  6  years.  On  a 
lighter  note,  on  May  16  of  that  year,  the  nickel  five-cent  piece  was  autho¬ 
rized.  Except  for  the  years  1942  to  1946,  its  composition  has  always  been 
75%  copper,  25%  nickel,  while  Indian  cents,  like  this  1866,  were  composed 
of  95%  copper  and  5%  tin  and  zinc  alloy,  hence  the  characteristic  warm  fiery

The  surfaces  are  bathed  in  rich  copper  red,  a  color  which  has 
normally  faded  to  tan  or  brown  after  a  century  and  a  quarter.  In  addition,  the 
surfaces  are  simply  terrific,  with  none  of  the  usual  flecks  or  acne  spots  that 
afflict  these  early  proofs.  Socked  by  the  specially  made  Proof  dies  with  all  the 
force  needed  to  bring  up  the  devices,  and  with  enough  polish  on  the  dies  to 
impart  the  desired  two-tone  contrast  on  Liberty  and  the  wreath.  Few  can 
compare  with  this  gorgeous  coin,  and  any  collector  will  be  proud  to  call  it  his 
own.  As  the  key  date  in  the  series  the  Proof  specimens  have  always  remained 
strong  among  collectors  who  are  unable  to  locate  a  suitable  business  strike  of 
this  date.  At  this  grade  level,  not  many  are  around. 

No  precise  mintage  figure  exists  for  the  Proof  1877  Indian,  but  enough  facts 
are  available  to  make  an  informed  guess.  Breen  lists  510  in  his  Proof  Ency¬ 
clopedia.  The  current  estimate  is  now  910.  It  is  known  that  510  so-called  Sil¬ 
ver  sets  were  sold  which  included  the  five  silver  coins,  the  two  nickel  coins 
and  the  cent.  Additionally,  there  were  about  400  short  sets  made  and  sold 
consisting  of  the  cent  and  the  two  nickel  coins,  of  which  information  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  mint  suggests  260  were  mailed  out,  with  the  unknown  remain¬ 
der  being  sold  over  the  counter  in  Philadelphia.  (#2319)

So,  to  give  a  refund  to  the  buyer  who  had  put  a 
quarter  dollar  in  their  machine,  two  cents  were  inserted  ahead  of  time 
beneath  the  cellophane  wrapper  of  each  pack!  Wouldn’t  you  know  it,  the 
1955  Double  Dies  began  showing  up  as  change,  two  cents  at  a  time!  Retired 
coin  dealer  Jim  Ruddy  recalls  cornering  a  supply  of  Double  Dies  shortly 
thereafter,  before  he  grew  concerned  that  the  error  wasn’t  all  that  rare.  Fret¬ 
ful  that  he  was  tying  up  too  much  money  one  modern  issue,  he  quit  buying

of  14  million  pieces  and  a  high  rate  of  survival  (more  than  a  hundred  certi¬ 
fied  as  MS65  and  above  by  the  two  primary  coin  graders),  the  1866  remains 
a  popular  and  essential  first-year  Type  for  collectors.  This  is  a  lustrous  exam¬ 
ple  that  shows  no  detracting  post-striking  impairments,  nor  does  it  harbor 
any  carbon  spots.

irregularity  of  strike,  die  cracks,  and  several  bulges  in  the  surface.  These  prob¬ 
lems  were  largely  alleviated  in  subsequent  years  with  the  removal  of  the  rays 
from  the  die,  but  they  are  almost  unavoidable  on  1 866  coins.  (#3790)

Translated  into  coin-collector-speak, 
it  means  the  13  vertical  stripes  on  the  shield  of  the  United  States  are  alter¬ 
nating  white  and  red,  while  the  “chief”  or  horizontal  section  of  lines  is

A  new  obverse  hub 
was  used  exclusively  for  this  and  all  subsequent  dates.  The  word  LIBERTY 
was  more  deeply  incised,  eliminating  its  tendency  to  blend  with  the  coin’s 
field. 

Not  surprisingly,  given  their  low  mintage,  the  1916  Proofs  are  the  rarest  of 
the  early  period  Proof  Buffalo  nickels.  Some  portion  of  the  600  pieces  coined 
was  may  have  been  consigned  to  oblivion  when  the  Mint  ceased  sales  of  Proof 
coins  at  the  end  of  this  year. 

Word  has  it  that  Proofs  were  available  for  sale  in  the  month  of  January,  sug¬ 
gesting  that  they  may  have  been  the  very  first  coins  struck  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  each  year.  Collectors  counted  on  this  and  were  therefore  thwarted  when 
the  delivery  of  Proof  coins  for  1915  and  1916  was  held  up  without  explana¬ 
tion.  Later  it  was  learned  that  the  Mint  was  awaiting  the  new  models  for  the 
dime,  quarter  dollar  and  half  dollar,  and  was  loath  to  produce  any  silver 
pieces  of  the  old  types.  Delays  in  approval  of  the  new  models  in  the  end 
forced  making  of  Barber  Dimes  and  Quarters  in  the  summer.  For  that  rea¬ 
son,  the  only  Proof  coins  made  for  sale  in  1916  were  the  cent  and  five-cent 
piece.

certainly  rivals  the  1916/1916  and  1937-D  3-leg  nickel  for  the  title  of  most 
popular  variety  in  the  Indian  head  nickel  five-cent  series.  Though  discovered 
as  long  ago  as  1931,  it  remains  scarce  74  years  later. 

The  die  for  this  variety  was  actually  made  during  the  latter  part  of  1917  at 
the  Philadelphia  Mint.  It  was  during  the  final  quarter  of  each  year  that  the 
Mint’s  engraving  department  prepares  dies  for  the  new  year’s  coinage. 

As  described  in  David  W.  Lange’s  book  on  the  buffalo  nickel  series,  “a  nation¬ 
wide  shortage  of  minor  coins  (cents  and  nickels)  developed  during  1917-18 
and  led  to  an  unprecedented  output  of  these.  It  is  therefore  easy  to  under¬ 
stand  that  dies  for  both  1917  and  1918  would  have  been  in  preparation  dur¬ 
ing  the  latter  months  of  1917  to  meet  both  current  and  anticipated  needs. 

•  “In  sinking  a  working  die,  two  or  more  impressions  had  to  be  taken  from  a 
working  hub.  Between  each  impression,  the  developing  die  was  taken  to  the 
furnace  to  be  annealed,  or  softened,  since  the  first  impression  caused  the 
metal  to  become  work-hardened.  It  was  then  ready  for  another  impression. 
Amid  the  haste  to  produce  new  dies,  a  working  die  that  had  already  been 
impressed  with  a  hub  dated  1917  was  then  either  inadvertently  or  intention¬ 
ally  given  another  impression  from  a  hub  dated  1918.  The  result  was  an  over¬ 
date.” 

This  near-Gem  embodies  the  finest  technical  quality  that  a  collector  will 
probably  ever  have  the  privilege  to  acquire  for  this  overdate  1918-D.  Both 
sides  are  attractive  and  original  in  appearance  with  a  dove-gray  foundation 
that  yields  to  vibrant  golden  iridescent  shadings  across  most  of  the  surface. 
The  strike  is  pleasingly  sharp  in  all  areas,  and  neither  side  reveals  any  out¬ 
wardly  distracting  carbon  flecks  or  abrasions.  Lustrous  and  attractive,  this

The  obverse  is  generally  well  produced  while  the 
reverse  tends  to  be  softer  as  though  from  a  die  long  past  the  time  for  its  retire¬ 
ment. 

The  buffalo  nickel  was  a  coin  of  relatively  high  relief,  and  it  did  take  quite  a 
toll  on  the  dies.  These  wore  rapidly,  and  such  erosion  is  often  evident  on  the 
actual  coins.  The  reverse  dies  in  particular  were  used  far  too  long,  as  they  did¬ 
n’t  need  to  be  discarded  at  the  end  of  each  year  like  the  obverses.  The  com¬ 
bination  of  increased  die-set  distances  for  purposes  of  longevity  and  worn 
dies  produced  the  squishy,  sometimes  disappointing  coins  so  often  seen  in 
this  series.

Mint  records  show  no  half  dime  deliveries  until  March  30,  1795  [7,756]; 
most  of  these  were  dated  1794,  along  with  a  smaller  part  of  the  later  1795 
deliveries  [78,660],  This  implies  that  about  10  times  as  many  1795s  were 
coined  as  1794s,  and  Poor  to  About  Uncirculated  survivors  seem  to  confirm 
this  ratio.  In  Mint  State  the  ratio  by  the  Wadsworth-Rea  hoard  of  about  1 00 
Uncirculated  1795s  found  about  1880  and  dispersed  by  the  garrulous  Rox- 
bury  coin  dealer  William  Elliot  Woodward.  This  design  was  issued  only  in 
the  two  years.  The  coin’s  designer,  Robert  Scot,  apparently  copied  the  Liber¬ 
ty  head  from  the  cents  of  1793.  Scott’s  attempt  to  make  these  half  dime 
designs  match  the  larger  silver  coins  reflects  a  Mint  policy  which  became 
fixed  for  over  a  century:  All  gold  coins  should  share  a  common  design,  all  sil¬ 
ver  another,  all  copper  a  third  (preferably  like  the  silver  but  without  the 
eagle).  Mint  Director  David  Rittenhouse  derived  this  course  of  action  from 
British  and  French  coins  of  the  period.  (#4251)

pressure  on  the  shoulder  and  above  the  eagle  on  the  reverse.  The  color  is  neu¬ 
tral  “old  silver”  grade  with  tinges  of  russet  brown,  a  classic  and  pleasing  com¬ 
bination  pointing  to  originality  and  freshness  and  pointing  away  from  the 
usual  cleaned  look  on  these. 

For  1800,  three  obverses  are  known.  That  with  a  tall  perfectly  formed  8  is  still 
unique;  after  this  punch  broke,  for  unknown  reasons  it  was  never  replaced, 
and  subsequent  dies  through  1805  either  have  an  8  made  out  of  overlapping 
circles  (the  other  two  1800  obverses,  1802,  and  1803  large  date)  or  engraved, 
crude  and  narrow,  like  a  schoolboy’s  effort  (1801,  1803  small  date,  1805). 

The  so-called  LIBERTY  die  was  made  with  a  broken  or  otherwise  defective 
R  punch;  this  was  promptly  replaced,  but  the  die  remained  in  use  through 
part  of  1801.  (#4264)

Of  course,  the  overdate  feature  is  popular  with  the  long  tail  of  the  7  projecting  below  the  8,  and  13 
stars  are  noted  on  the  obverse.  But  uncharacteristically,  the  reverse  shows  16  stars!  In  those  days,  the  Philadelphia  Mint  added  stars  as  new  states  joined  the  union. 
By  1796,  there  were  16  states,  and  hence  16  stars.  Sometime  around  1797-98  the  mint  reverted  to  the  original  13  stars,  as  the  dies  were  getting  crowded.  Worse, 
most  of  the  engravers  could  scarcely  count  up  to  13,  and  sixteen  seemed  to  be  a  challenge  for  some.  On  the  reverse,  the  stars  are  arranged  in  two  rows  of  seven 
each,  with  rwo  additional  stars  surrounding  the  eagle’s  head.  The  obverse  die  was  not  used  to  coin  1797  dimes,  but  was  prepared  with  13  stars  and  the  set  aside. 
Rather  than  toss  it  away  in  early  1798,  an  8  was  engraved  over  the  final  7,  and  coins  were  struck.  The  Philadelphia  Mint  prepared  4  reverse  dies  using  the  sixteen 
star  pattern.  Three  of  these  were  used  to  coin  quarter  eagles,  which  similar  in  size  to  dimes,  and  the  other  reverse  was  used  to  coin  dimes  only.  The  dies  used  for 
the  dimes  all  show  rust  and  were  poorly  polished.

1916-D  Mercury  Dime  PCGS  MS-64  Full  Bell  Lines  The  use  of  a  winged-head  figure  we  erroneously  call  “Mercury”  may  have  varied  in  meaning  from  one 
culture  to  another,  but  such  imagery  was  compelling,  and  it  recurs  even  in  the  modern  coinage  of  the  Europe.  As  charming  as  the  winged  portrait  of  Liberty  may 
have  been,  the  coin’s  reverse,  although  skillfully  conceived,  became  a  source  of  some  consternation.  In  1916,  the  fasces  was  nothing  more  than  an  symbol  ol 
authority  dating  from  the  glory  of  Ancient  Rome.  It  was  therefore  entirely  acceptable  on  an  American  coin  of  the  new  Imperialist  era  for  this  country.  Three  years 
later,  however,  the  followers  of  Benito  Mussolini  seized  upon  the  fasces  as  their  symbol  for  a  new  order  in  Italy.  By  1922,  they  had  achieved  their  goal,  and  the 
fasces  would  thence  forward  be  associated  with  tyranny  and  mob  rule.  Protests  over  its  continued  use  on  a  United  States  coin  were  initially  low  key,  but  they  grew 
as  the  Nazis  too  asserted  their  rule  over  Germany. 

The  1916-D  specimen  we  offer  in  this  lot  is  exquisitely  struck,  with  bold  detail  throughout  all  elements  including  the  crossbands  on  the  reverse,  a  key  grading 
point  on  the  design.  Medium  gray  accents  atop  lustrous  surfaces  on  both  obverse  and  reverse  leave  most  of  the  color  silvery  and  bright.  A  couple  of  tiny,  unob¬ 
trusive  marks  that  are  well  concealed  within  the  toning  are  not  in  the  least  bothersome  on  Liberty’s  forehead.

Molly  Maguires,  a  secret  terrorist  organization  developed  by  the  Irish  miners 
of  the  Pennsylvania  anthracite  coal  mines  to  fight  the  mine  operators,  was 
infiltrated  and  exposed  by  a  Pinkerton  spy  in  the  pay  of  the  coal  companies. 
Charged  with  blackmail  and  making  threats  on  the  lives  of  mine  bosses  and 
officials,  19  Molly  Maguires  were  found  guilty  and  hung  in  1875,  while  an 
additional  number  were  imprisoned.  The  organization,  in  existence  since 
1854,  was  effectively  destroyed  and  so  modern-day  Americans  are  barely 
aware  such  a  group  ever  existed.  (#5298)

denomination,  none  can  surpass  the  20c  pieces  of  1875-78.  This  short-lived 
coin  was  authorized  by  the  Act  of  March  3,  1875,  which  had  as  its  main 
plank  the  resumption  of  silver  coinage  (which  had,  until  then,  been  export¬ 
ed).  Soon  after  the  appearance  of  the  first  20c  pieces,  people  complained 
about  the  similarity  in  design  and  size  to  the  quarter  dollar.  The  eagle  is  sim¬ 
ilar  to  that  used  on  the  Trade  Dollar,  but  the  edge  of  this  coin  is  plain.  Proofs 
were  struck  to  the  tune  of  1,260  pieces  in  1876  (a  larger  amount  than  in 
1875,  1877  or  1878  but  possibly  due  to  greater  sales  in  association  with  the 
100th  anniversary  “Centennial”  celebrations  that  year.  Lightly  hairlined,  as

According  to  researches  done  by  Stack’s,  “whether  or  not  there  really  was  any 
public  criticism  of  the  bare-breasted  first  type,  no  mention  was  made  of  it 
either  in  the  letters  of  Treasury  Secretary  McAdoo  to  Representative  Ash- 
brook  (chairman  of  the  House  committee  on  coinage),  nor  in  the  bill  intro¬ 
duced  by  Ashbrook  and  actually  passed  by  the  House  on  July  1917.  That  bill 
was  quite  specific  as  to  the  allowable  changes  in  the  design:  ‘No  changes  shall 
be  made  in  the  emblems  or  devices  used.  The  modifications  shall  consist  of 
the  changing  of  the  position  of  the  eagle,  the  re-arrangement  of  the  stars  and 
lettering,  and  a  slight  concavity  given  to  the  surface.’  Under  these  provisions, 
the  addition  of  the  armor  on  Liberty  was  in  straight  violation  of  the  enabling

THE  CARDINAL  COLLECTION  1794  FLOWING  HAIR  DOLLAR 

—  A  LEGENDARY  SPECIMEN 

1101  1794  Flowing  Hair  Dollar  PCGS  AU-58  Centers  are  unusually  bold  and  detailed  on  this  handsome  piece, 
as  pictured,  with  complete  hair  strands  on  Liberty’s  head  and  flowing  down  the  neck  (hence,  the  nickname 
of  this  design,  “flowing  hair  ”).  On  the  obverse,  the  color  is  neutral  “old  silver”  tint,  with  deeper  gray  in  the 
hair  and  around  most  of  the  stars.  The  reverse  is  a  little  bit  lighter  in  color,  but  also  exquisite,  uncleaned, 
with  natural  antique  gray  and  silvery  blue  iridescence,  mainly  around  the  outer  margin  and  encompassing 
the  devices.  There  are  the  usual  adjustment  marks  around  the  periphery  on  both  sides,  well  into  the  centers 
in  one  or  two  areas  as  well,  typical  for  these  early  pieces. 

As  a  rule,  silver  dollars  from  this  year  are  rarely  offered  at  public  auction,  and  the  demand  for  these  coins 
far  exceeds  the  supply,  hence  the  rising  price  level.  This  particular  coin  shows  its  superior  quality  in  many 
ways,  and  comes  with  a  known  provenance,  that  of  the  “Cardinal  Collection”  as  indicated  on  the  PCGS 
holder,  whose  serial  number  is  21673418. 

This  remarkable  specimen  is  ranked  as  the  9th  FINEST  KNOWN  in  existence  by  Logies  in  his  recent  book 
“The  Flowing  Hair  Dollars  of  1794,  A  Historical  and  Population  Census  Study”  published  August  2004. 
Provenance  should  also  note  that  the  coin  was  once  donated  in  1926  by  Louis  B.  Hungerford  to  the  Con¬ 
necticut  Historical  Society  where  it  remained  until  1983.  We  should  also  mention  that  this  specimen  is  the 
finer  of  only  two  1794  dollars  in  any  PCGS  About  Uncirculated  grade,  the  other  example  (AU-53)  trading 
dealer  to  dealer  within  the  last  year  for  a  reported  $330,000!  Accordingly  we  estimate  a  mid  six-figure  value 
for  this  finer  example. 

(Those  who  are  new  to  coins  may  never  have  heard  the  term  “adjustment  marks.  Prior  to  about  the  1850s, 
mint  workers  weighed  each  and  every  gold  or  silver  planchet  before  sending  it  to  the  coiner  for  striking.  This 
was  done  to  assure  that  the  weight  standard  was  honorably  maintained.  It  was  also  an  economy  measure. 
Gold,  in  particular,  is  valuable;  it  would  have  been  nonsensical  to  issue  overweight  coinage.  Therefore,  the 
mints  hired  “adjusters”  (usually  women)  who  weighed  each  planchet.  Any  that  they  found  overweight  were 
filed  down  with  a  steel  file.  One  or  two  flicks  of  the  wrist  were  probably  all  that  was  needed,  either  near  the 
rim  or  across  the  center  of  the  planchet.  The  resulting  parallel  “adjustment  marks”  remained  visible  in  many 
cases,  even  after  the  coin  was  struck.)  (#6851)

most  stars  on  the  right,  a  reworked  field  to  the  right  of  Liberty’s  eyes,  minor  porosity  and  the  usual  little  scuffs  and  scratches.  The  reverse  is  nicer  but  also  has  a.  I 
few  scratches  (including  a  diagnostic  scratch  through  the  eagle’s  neck  to  the  wing),  has  been  cleaned  as  well  and  is  microscopically  porous.  Not  very  fashionable  I 
as  far  as  a  bust  dollar  goes,  but  1794  is  famous  as  the  first  year  of  the  series,  and  these  tend  to  come  with  problems  of  one  sort  or  another,  so  collectors  often  give 
their  blessing  where  on  a  more  commonly  seen  dollar  from  much  later  on,  the  urge  would  be  to  pass  on  bidding. 


All  known  strikes  of  this  issue  were  made  on  October  15,  1794.  The  designs  were  by  Robert  Scot,  hailing  originally  from  England,  who  also  personally  cut  the 
dies.  All  silver  specimens  known  to  us  show  weakness  in  the  strike  at  the  left  obverse  and  reverse  due  to  skewing  or  oblique  alignment  of  the  dies;  the  unique  cop¬ 
per  specimen  with  lettered  edge,  apparently  intended  as  a  Proof  or  Pattern,  does  not  show  this  skewing  and  therefore  may  have  been  struck  first  or  on  a  separate 
occasion.  It  is  possible  that  a  few  silver  strikes  were  made  before  the  skewing  occurred  and  thus  would  have  a  full  strike  at  the  left  sides,  but  we  cannot  recall  hav- 1 
ing  seen  any,  nor  do  we  have  any  record  of  sale  of  such  a  specimen.  (#6851)

No,  you  have  not  suddenly  gone  cross-eyed,  this  is  a  most  unusual  double 
struck  1797  Draped  Bust  Small  Eagle  dollar  with  star  arrangement  10  by  6, 
Bolender-3.  Only  six  stars  at  right  facing  bust  (the  only  use  of  this  obverse). 
Large  letters  in  legend;  8  berries  in  left  branch.  Medium  antique  finish  with 
some  luster  present  on  both  sides;  excellent  surfaces  plus  splendid  detail  for 
the  clear  doubling  on  the  obverse  and  reverse  sides.  The  obverse  has  very  pro¬ 
nounced  double  stars  and  letters,  and  even  more  impressive  is  the  date  with 
the  numbers  far  removed  from  each  other  with  upward  overlapping  digits.  A 
handsome  specimen  close  to  Very  Fine  quality  except  for  a  small  rim  bump 
at  10  o’clock  plus  a  few  scratches  in  the  center  which  could  possibly  be 
adjustment  marks.  Very  lightly  cleaned  ages  ago  but  now  an  attractive  light 
to  medium  gray.  1797  Bust  Dollars  are  already  very  scarce  and  desirable 
issues,  however  this  is  an  extreme  rarity  —  a  tremendous  historical  opportu¬ 
nity  for  the  collector  —  and  no  doubt  a  coin  that  will  bring  a  high  price! 

Mintage  in  1797  was  very  limited,  for  reasons  similar  to  1796.  On  Feb.  28, 
some  342  were  struck,  which  have  been  tentatively  identified  as  the  Small 
Letters  coins.  These  are  from  the  worn  reverse  of  1795  (5367),  always  weak 
so  that  survivors  look  about  a  full  grade  lower  on  reverse  than  on  obverse  No 
mint-state  specimen  is  even  rumored.  Hilt’s  interpretation  of  this  and  later 
delivery  figures  differs  (see  main  text). 

Breen  suggests  the  Large  Letters  coins  (obverse  stars  9  left,  7  right)  comprised 
the  4,941  struck  in  the  two  deliveries  of  May  26  and  June  30,  1797.  Both 
dies  cracked,  the  obverse  severely;  the  marginally  usable  reverse  was  resur¬ 
rected  for  use  with  one  of  the  1798  obverses.

EF-45  The  combination  of  a  draped  bust  Liberty  with  small  eagle  reverse 
ended  with  the  1798  issue,  and  this  is  a  particularly  rewarding  example  the 
features  13  obverse  stars.  The  surface  condition  as  well  as  the  color  is  out¬ 
standing,  simply  the  most  original,  attractive,  unsullied  appearance  imagin¬ 
able.  The  photographs  do  it  justice,  but  first-hand  experience  with  the  coin 
using  a  loupe,  gives  a  better  sense  of  just  how  extraordinary  the  coin  is.  With¬ 
out  a  doubt  it  will  attract  numerous  bidders,  as  well  it  should! 

Henry  DeSaussure,  the  Mint  Director,  responding  to  criticisms  of  the  Robert 
Scot  flowing  hair  design  of  1794-5,  had  a  new  obverse  made  based  upon  a 
drawing  by  Gilbert  Stuart,  the  prominent  portrait  artist  whose  Washington 
likeness  appears  on  the  $  1  bill.  It  is  believed  the  model  for  the  obverse  was 
Mrs.  William  Bingham,  a  famous  belle  of  the  day  and  friend  of  both  Wash¬ 
ington  and  Jefferson.  The  dies  were  done  by  Jacob  Eckstein,  a  German-born 
specialist,  in  September  to  October  1795;  he  was  probably  responsible  for 
the  redesign  of  the  reverse  as  well  which  was  undertaken  at  the  same  time. 


Those  with  stars  10  left  and  6  right  are  identified  with  the  2,493  delivered 
Aug.  12-28,  “just  before  the  annual  yellow  fever  epidemic.”  This  reverse  rust¬ 
ed  but  failed  to  be  cleaned  up  for  reuse.  “Possibly  there  was  too  little  time 
during  preparations  for  closure  of  the  Mint  to  regrind  this  die  and  dip  it  into 
the  tub  of  hot  grease  kept  for  the  purpose;  possibly  Scot  or  Eckfeldt  thought 
it  was  too  far  gone.  (#6865) 


The  revised  reverse  quite  possibly  was  designed  to  allow  fuller  striking  of 
both  sides  with  the  new  obverse;  the  old  reverse  would  have  been  so  placed 
as  to  leave  the  eagle  almost  headless  on  most  normal  strikes.)  The  first  strikes 
of  the  new  design  took  place  in  October  1795  and  continued  into  early  1798 
before  the  small  eagle  reverse  was  retired,  to  be  replaced  by  the  familiar  large

“antique”  surfaces  from  gray  to  natural  light  russet  brown  and  gold  accents, 
there  is  even  some  reddish  sunset  hues  in  the  toning.  A  marvelous  specimen 
and  conservatively  graded. 

These  strange  silver  plugs  are  known  on  several  varieties,  but  usually  on  just 
a  few  coins  of  each.  It  is  believed  that  during  the  planchet  preparation 
process,  sometimes  planchets  would  be  slightly  underweight,  and  would  nor¬ 
mally  have  to  be  remelted,  drawn  and  cut  to  size  again.  Someone  at  the  Mint 
decided  to  use  the  1792  silver  center  cent  as  an  example,  and  drill  out  the 
center  of  the  blank  silver  dollar  planchet,  insert  a  larger  silver  “plug”,  and 
strike  the  coin  normally.  The  plug  would  flatten  out  and  become  a  part  of  the 
coin,  increasing  the  weight  to  the  required  standard.  Ray  Merena  noted  on 
this  specimen  that  it  has  not  only  a  silver  plug,  but  also  adjustment  marks  on 
the  lower  reverse  rim.  Why  would  someone  add,  then  take  away  weight  from 
the  same  planchet?  Both  the  silver  plug  insertion  and  adjustment  marks 
occurred  prior  to  striking,  so  we  can’t  be  sure  which  came  first,  the  plug  or 
the  adjustment  marks.  (#6854)

A  rather  troubling  series  of  events  happened  in  1798,  the  year  of  this  silver 
dollar.  John  Adams,  of  the  Federalist  Party,  was  President  of  the  United 
States.  Thomas  Jefferson,  of  the  loyal  opposition,  the  Republicans  (not  to  be 
confused  with  today’s  different  Republican  party)  was  his  Vice  President. 
Inflammatory  dispatches  from  France  almost  caused  us  to  go  to  war  with  that 
country.  The  crisis  with  France  gave  the  Federalists  an  opportunity  to  equate 
opposition  to  the  administration’s  policy  with  sedition  and  near-treason.  In 
response,  the  Federalists  rammed  a  pair  of  repressive  bills  through  Congress 
(Jefferson  calling  the  so-called  alien  bill  “a  most  detestable  thing,  and  act 
“worthy  of  the  8th  or  9th  century,”  that  would  place  aliens  “under  absolute 
government.”)  But  it  was  the  sedition  bill  that  was  the  most  objectionable 
weapon  in  the  Federalist  arsenal,  according  to  Jefferson.  “Among  other  enor¬ 
mities,”  he  told  his  friend  James  Madison,  author  of  the  Constitution,  it 
“undertakes  to  make  printing  certain  matters  criminal,  tho  one  of  the 
amendments  to  the  Constitution  has  so  expressly  taken  religion,  printing 
presses  etc.  out  of  their  coercion.  Indeed  this  bill  and  the  Alien  bill  both  are 
so  palpably  in  the  teeth  of  the  constitution  as  to  shew  [sic]  they  mean  to  pay 
no  respect  to  it.” 

Both  bills  passed;  the  country  was  just  short  of  a  war  footing  with  political 
repercussions  that  only  subsided  in  1801  when  Jefferson  finally  replaced  one- 
term  Adams  as  President.  (#6877)

The  1858  Dollar  has  long  been  considered  to  be  a  classic  of  the  series.  No 
specimens  were  struck  for  circulation,  so  the  only  surviving  pieces  are  those 
made  in  Proof.  Often  a  long  span  of  time  will  elapse  between  offerings  of 
these  coins,  particularly  of  specimens  of  the  modest,  affordable  quality 
offered  here.

Some  of  the  With  Motto  pat¬ 
terns  for  the  motto,  struck  in  the  years  1863-65,  have  the  proposed  motto  on 
either  a  plain  curved  ribbon  band  or  merely  set  into  the  field  above  the  eagle 
in  plain  letters  without  a  scroll.  The  glittering  surfaces  of  this  beauty  are 
.  uncannily  nice  and  instantly  imprison  the  viewer’s  attention  with  the  proper 
awe  and  reverence  for  a  coin  in  such  outstanding  high  quality.  When  exam¬ 
ined  under  light  magnification,  the  reflective  fields  exhibit  diagnostic,  wispy 
striations  that  are  not  to  be  confused  with  hairlines,  while  the  devices  show

That  is,  til 
were  made  annually  until  1873,  when  Congress  passed  the  Act  of  lH 
demonetizing  Silver  Dollars  (at  the  time,  Seated  Dollars).

Far  East,  specifically  in  the  China  trade,  which  then  was  burgeoning. 

However,  quick-witted  Americans  soon  began  to  buy  them  up  at  their  hi 
lion  value.  (Since  Trade  Dollars  had  never  been  monetized  they  could 
technically  be  placed  into  circulation  in  the  States.)  These  they  then  soldi 
jobbers  who  turned  around  and  wholesaled  them  to  employers.  The  emplW 
ers  foisted  them  off  on  their  employees,  making  a  small,  but  useful  profit  I 
the  transaction!  Imagine  the  stink  that  would  arise  if  your  employer  werd 
pay  your  wages  in,  say,  unspendable  Canadian  dollars,  and  you  get  some  i*| 
of  the  hassle  US  Trade  Dollars  caused.  Congress  finally  solved  the  mesa 
1887  when  it  canceled  the  issue’s  authorization  and  ceased  production.  B 
1873-S  issue  is  always  tough  to  find  in  choice  Mint  State  condition.  Desd 
there  being  703,000  minted,  survivors  tend  to  aggregate  in  the  Very  Fini!|

A  few  bags  of  1893-0  dollars  were 
distributed  at  face  value  from  the  Cash  Room  of  the  Treasury  Building  from  the  late-forties  to  the  mid-fifties,  according  to  Bowers.  These  may  have  been  released 
a  few  coins  at  a  time,  rather  than  in  full  1,000-coin  bags.  These  few  coins  provided  the  source  for  dealer’s  stocks  for  years,  but  apparently  there  is  no  record  of 
bags  of  1893-0  being  included  in  the  1962-64  Treasury  releases. 

The  1893-0  dollar  is  therefore  scarce  in  all  Mint  State  grades  and  is  rarest  in  higher  levels.  Most  1893-0  dollars  are  lightly  struck  and  have  fair  to  average  luster, 
hence  the  reduced  grade  levels  seen  in  the  floating  supply.  (#7224)

sons:  only  880  Proofs  were  minted  and  it  is  from  these  few  that  generations  of  collectors  must  compete  with  one  another  for  ownership  of  the  small  floating  sup¬ 
ply  on  the  market  at  any  given  time. 


The  coin  is,  quite  simply,  a  prestigious  example.  As  can  be  seen  in  the  photographs,  its  choice  appearance  despite  its  years  spent  in  collectors  coin  cabinets  and 
elsewhere.  Where  later  Proof  coins  are  packaged  in  either  cellophane  (1930s-1950s)  or  flat-pack  plastic  by  the  mint,  all  pre-1916  coinage  such  as  the  1895  dol¬ 
lar  was  sent  to  its  recipients  in  simple  jewelers  tissue  paper.  The  tissue  paper  had  a  high  sulfur  content.  And  it  is  this  sulfur  which  sometimes  injured  the  Proofs; 
unlike  those,  however,  this  glittering  1895  is  choice  and  faithful  to  every  detail  from  a  full  blow  by  the  dies.  The  hair  is  sharply  delineated  even  to  the  thinnest 
hair  strand,  and  this  includes  the  curls  above  the  ear;  included  also  in  this  full  blow  by  the  dies,  a  sharp  eagle,  at  attention  and  self-assured,  with  full-featured 
wings  outstretched  and  a  nice  feather-overlaid  chest  projecting  from  the  central  part  of  this  side  of  the  design.  The  coin  itself,  grading  Proof  63,  is  housed  in  a

(A  note  to  bidders:  in  years  gone  by  the  words  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  Choice  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  and  Gem  Brilliant  Uncirculated,  with  their  shorthand  BU, 
Choice  BU,  and  Gem  BU,  were  understood  to  stand  for  Mint  State  levels  of  quality.  But  after  nearly  20  years  of  third-party  numerical  grading  the  term  Uncir¬ 
culated’  is  slowly  being  phased  out  in  the  lexicon  of  numismatics,  especially  among  the  newer  collectors  in  the  hobby,  and  'Mint  State  becoming  the  norm.  Just 
as  in  the  early  days  of  this  silver  dollar  denomination,  the  so-called  Morgan  dollar  was  first  called  a  Bland  dollar  by  numismatists  and  the  Mints  officialdom, 
in  honor  of  Richard  P.  “Silver  Dick”  Bland,  the  Missouri  senator  promoting  the  legislation  that  authorized  their  issuance  in  1878!

As  you  can  tell  from  the  photographs,  it 
is  essentially  iwhitei  with  satiny  silver  mint  bloom.  The  center  obverse,  while  not  quite  100%  crisply  defined,  is  nevertheless  outstanding  in  appearance.  Surfaces, 
too,  are  outstanding,  hence  the  high  Mint  State  65  grade.  We  detect  only  a  couple  of  tiny  marks  on  the  portrait:  one  near  Libertyi's  eye,  a  few  others,  equally 
minor,  below  the  ear.  As  for  the  reverse,  what  hits  us  at  once  is  the  great  detail  in  the  eaglets  breast  (an  area  often  found  softly  impressed  since  it  is  in  the  exact 
center  of  the  design  and  faces  the  high  point  of  Libertyls  hair  on  the  obverse).  By  all  means,  if  you  are  attempting  to  acquire  a  Gem  quality  set  of  Morgan  silver 
dollars,  youill  want  to  consider  this  attractive  Gem  1901  Philadelphia  Mint  coin  carefully.

FROSTY  LAST  YEAR  OF  ISSUE  1921  MORGAN  DOLLAR 


1505  1921  Morgan  Dollar  PCGS  MS-64  Deep  Prooflike  Last  year  of  the  Mor¬ 

gan  dollar  design.  A  date  that  typically  is  found  frosty  without  even  a  hint  of 
prooflike  surface,  this  delightful  specimen  is,  on  the  other  hand,  glowing 
from  the  deep  prooflike  field.  The  field  supports  and  acts  as  a  background  for 
the  devices,  which  are  sharply  raised,  finely  detailed,  and  satin  frosted.  The 
perfect  combination.  Oh,  and  this  also  exhibits  attractive  light  golden  brown 
toning  at  the  rims.  (#7296) 


1506  1921  Morgan  Dollar  NGC  MS-63  Deep  Prooflike  An  unfortunate  pin 

scratch  on  the  cheek  plus  a  few  other  light  marks,  but  everything  goes  with 
the  MS63  grade;  the  fields  decidedly  prooflike  and  reflective  on  both  sides. 
Last  of  the  Morgan  silver  dollars.  Late  in  1921,  the  mint  finally  began  strik¬ 
ing  the  new  Peace  dollar  design.  (#97297) 


1507  1921  Morgan  Dollar  PCGS  The  last  year  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series  and 

a  snow-white  beauty.  The  pure  silvery  color  is  bright  and  consistent.  A  well 
struck  and  lustrous  Gem  that  has  carefully  preserved  surfaces.  (#7296) 


HISTORIC  “ZERBE  PROOF” 
1921  MORGAN  SILVER  DOLLAR 


1 508  1921  Morgan  Dollar.  Zerbe  PCGS  Proof  64  This  is  one  of  the  more  con¬ 

fusing,  and  at  the  same  time  fascinating,  Proof  issues  in  the  entire  Morgan 
Dollar  series.  The  influential  individual  behind  the  1921  Zerbe  Proofs,  of 
course,  is  Farran  Zerbe,  perhaps  the  active  member  of  the  American  Numis¬ 
matic  Association  at  that  time.  Zerbe  had  been  imploring  the  Mint  to  release 
of  the  new  Peace  Dollar,  a  feat  that  the  Mint  was  unable  to  perform  until  the 
final  weeks  of  1921.  In  order  to  placate  Zerbe  and  his  friends,  the  Philadel¬ 
phia  Mint  issued  some  presentation  Silver  Dollars  struck  by  the  refurbished 
Morgan  design  of  1921.  The  exact  number  of  coins  made  isn’t  known  pre¬ 
cisely:  Wayne  Miller,  an  expert  in  the  Morgan  dollar  series,  gave  an  estimate 
of  20-200  pieces.  These  coins  are  not  Proofs  in  the  strict  sense  as  the  Mint 
used  the  term  Proof  in  those  days,  although  they  typically  display  an  sharp¬ 
ness  of  strike  that  is  far  clearer  to  that  seen  on  normal  strikes  of  this  issue.  The 
fields,  while  reflective,  are  not  as  mirrored  as  the  Proofs  of  1878-1904.  To  fur¬ 
ther  muddle  things,  Wayne  Miller  observed  that  some  prooflike  business 
strikes  were  struck  from  the  same  dies  as  the  Zerbe  coins.  These  dies  have  a 
tiny  obverse  die  line  (as  made)  from  the  second  U  in  UNUM  to  the  denti¬ 
cles. 

The  striking  detail  on  this  Proof  64  example,  which  is  particularly  full  over 
Liberty’s  hair  curls  on  the  obverse,  leaves  little  doubt  that  this  coin  is  one  of 
the  1921  Zerbe  presentation  coins.  That  said,  there  a  small  mark  on  the  bot¬ 
tom  of  Liberty’s  chin.  The  finish  appears  to  be  uniform  beneath  an  overlay  of 
light  russet-gray  toning  that  yields  to  a  couple  of  impurity  streaks  in  the 
reverse  surface  on  and  near  the  right  wing  of  the  eagle.  Most  of  the  Zerbe 
Proofs  exhibit  a  few  handling  marks,  yet  as  befits  the  Proof  64  grade,  this  coin 
is  generally  above-average.  It  is  obviously  an  issue  that  should  be  included  for 
a  specimen  Morgan  Dollar  collection  to  be  considered  complete.  (#7341)

1500  1904-0  Morgan  Dollar  PCGS  MS-66  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike  A  white, 

untoned  example,  as  crisp  and  mirror-lustrous  as  when  it  was  first  issued. 
Struck  with  technical  exactness  throughout.  (#97293) 


1501  1904-0  Morgan  Dollar  NGC  MS-66  A  spot-free  dazzler  whose  mint  color 

shames  just  about  any  lesser  Mint  State  silver  coin  of  this  year.  Furthermore, 
this  is  well-struck  for  ‘04-0  with  good  details.  It  has  no  bothersome  deep 
abrasions  or  points  of  wear,  just  a  few  widely  scattered  and  light  bagmarks  on 
the  cheek  and  neck.  (#7292) 


1503  1904-S  Morgan  Dollar  PCGS  MS-65  A  satiny  gem  of  the  finest  ordd ; 

Magnificent  cartwheel  luster  graces  the  faint  champagne  surfaces.  Sharpr 
struck  for  the  date,  easily  finer  in  sharpness  than  the  “big  name”  specimen 
sold  in  recent  years.  The  absolute  nitpicker  will,  after  diligent  surfing  with  i 
magnifying  glass,  come  across  a  few  ripples  in  the  otherwise  smooth-flowin 
luster  where  a  contact  mark  has  come  into  play,  but  just  about  everyone  el 
will  see  this  1904-S  for  what  it  is,  a  delightful  gem!  (#7294)

dollars  preceding  this  coin,  the  entire  group  was  consigned  by  one  person.)

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1515  1921  Peace  Dollar  PCGS  MS-65  Attractive  original  toning  atop  satin- 

smooth  fields  and  devices.  The  centers  are  typically  weak,  and  this  is  one  of 
the  key  reasons  the  mint  decided  to  abandon  the  high  relief  dies  beginning 
in  1922. 

As  fine  a  gem  toned  MS65  example  of  Anthony  De  Francisci’s  new  design  as 
PCGS  is  likely  to  certify,  and  the  only  date  available  in  high  relief.  George  T. 
Morgan,  Chief  Engraver  at  the  time  and  whose  own  design  had  been  dis¬ 
placed  by  De  Francisci’s,  lowered  the  relief  of  the  electroplate  model  by  ham¬ 
mering  it  with  a  flat  board!  The  subsequent  lower  relief  was  used  for  the 
remaining  issues  of  Peace  Dollars,  1922  to  1935.  Morgan  elected  to  further 
cut  down  the  relief  by  lessening  the  striking  pressure  on  the  coin  presses, 
ostensibly  to  reduce  die  wear.  In  a  similar  fashion  to  the  beautiful  1907  High 
Relief  Double  Eagles,  De  Francisci’s  beautiful  1921  was  thus  greatly  modified 
to  adapt  it  to  normal  coin  production.  Unfortunately  for  this  original  1921 
design,  it  is  impractical  to  strike  each  coin  with  several  blows  from  the  dies 
to  bring  up  the  high  relief.  It  is  also  not  practical  to  increase  striking  pressure 
to  the  point  where  the  dies  wear  rapidly  and  breakage  occurs.  As  with  other 
high  relief  designs,  the  mint  had  to  compromise  the  artists  concept  to  meet 
the  demands  of  efficient  coin  production,  but  not  before  a  million  examples 
of  the  high  relief  1921  were  made.  (#7356) 


1516  1921  Peace  Dollar  NGC  MS-65  Desirable  high  relief  1921,  the  first  issue 

in  the  Peace  dollar  design.  The  original  intention  was  to  have  the  eagle  grasp¬ 
ing  a  broken  sword  to  indicate  the  end  of  the  First  World  War  in  1918,  but 
the  mint  later  dropped  that  feature  and  substituted  a  rock  for  the  bird’s  perch. 
A  lustrous  Gem  that  has  icy  white  color  and  a  good  strike  except  for  the  cen¬ 
tral  hair  waves  and  a  portion  of  the  eagle’s  leg  where  it  joins  with  the  wing.

1517  1921  Peace  Dollar  High  Relief  PCGS  MS-65  Original  russet  gray  irides¬ 

cence  imbues  this  satiny  high  relief  beauty  with  a  life  of  its  own.  Add  a  nice 
degree  of  luster  and  the  appeal  is  virtually  irresistible  for  a  1921  Peace  dollar, 
the  first  in  a  short  series  of  24  coins  that  has  attracted  a  lot  of  notice  ever  since 
it  first  appeared  in  circulation  to  wide  applause  by  the  collecting  public.

1518  1922  Peace  Dollar  PCGS  MS-66  A  lustrousbrilliant  white  specimen  with

Nicely  struck  in  all  areas  with  just 
a  touch  of  granularity  and  marks  on  the  eagle’s  wing.  A  lovely  coin.  (#7358) 


1520  1922-D  Peace  Dollar  PCGS  MS-66  Untamed  cartwheel  luster  on  a  nice 

example  free  of  all  but  the  slightest  golden  brown  toning.  Outstanding  detail 
definition,  especially  to  the  all-important  area  at  Liberty’s  hair  waves  and  the 
eagle’s  wing.  This  coin  makes  a  refreshing  change  when  compared  to  the 
usual  less  vibrantly  “alive”  example  of  the  1922-D  emission.  (#7358) 


1521  1922-S  Peace  Dollar  PCGS  MS-65  Smooth  cartwheel  luster  graces  satiny 

and  lively  mint  surfaces.  Varying  hues  of  pale  gold  and  brown  mingle  broad¬ 
ly  with  the  surface  iridescence.  An  attractive  gem  whose  strike  isn’t  100%  but

Keen-edged  devices  throughout,  including  the  hair  above,  below,  and  around 
the  ear.  Problem-free  rims,  as  well  as  you  might  expect  for  the  Star  Designa¬ 
tion  for  “Eye  Appeal.”  (#7298) 


GEM  GRADE  1921  PEACE  DOLLAR 


1510  1921-S  Morgan  Dollar  PCGS  MS-65  Lustrous  and  almost  devoid  of  any 

color.  A  very  pleasing  example  of  this  ‘21-S  Morgan  dollar.  Mathematically 
exact  standards  seen  in  the  sharp  hair  and  eagle.  Note  that  the  dollars  issued 
through  1904  are  from  an  entirely  different  hub  matrix  than  the  1921 
coinage.  At  first  glance  (and  to  a  novice  collector)  the  differences  do  not  seem 
all  that  obvious.  But  they  are  many  and  carefully  described  in  the  various 
guide  books  written  about  Morgan  silver  dollars.  (#7300)

Relief  specimen  you’ll  regret  letting  slip  out  of  your  grasp.  A  blazing  beaut  i 
of  a  gem!  The  satiny  surfaces  are  afire  with  bright  white  to  blue-white  frost 
ness.  Struck  with  almost  scientific  exactness  throughout  the  main  devices,  th 
centers  are  somewhat  less  than  100%  full  but  this  is  typical  and  one  of  th  | 
reasons  the  mint  decided  to  lower  the  relief  the  next  year.  At  those  momen# 
which  are  not  spent  in  avoiding  the  obvious,  bidders  will  need  to  concoc- 
ingenious  excuses  for  why  this  coin  just  doesn’t  measure  up  to  the  require! 
ments  of  their  particular  Peace  dollar  set.  For  it  stands  head  and  shoulder 
above  the  rest,  and  resides  with  quiet  dignity  in  its  PCGS  encapsulation

whisper  of  hint  of  toning.  The  luster  is  also  much  brighter  and  resplendent

1512  1921-S  Morgan  Dollar  PCI  MS-65  Luminous  white  surfaces  with  some¬ 

All  devices  were  struck  with  such  force  and  precision 
by  the  dies  that  elements  show  with  keen-edge  detail  except  on  the  central 
part  of  the  hair,  a  characteristic  often  but  not  always  seen  on  1921-S.

This  coin  has  an  engaging  display  of  lively  snow  white  iridescence 
whose  leaps  and  bounds  across  the  highly  lustrous  silver  surfaces  remind  us 
of  a  spring  buck  hopping  and  larking  in  a  meadow.  That  1926  is  scarce  in 
this  condition  is  a  truism.

Nicely  struck  with  crisp 
details  aplenty,  the  luster  is  creamy  smooth,  pearl  white,  downright  gorgeous. 
Those  who  officiously  desire  to  know  the  reason  why  we  wax  so  eloquent 
over  this  1927-D  only  have  to  run  their  vision  across  a  pricing  sheet  and  then 
down  the  population  statistics  for  this  date,  this  mint,  this  grade,  and  this 
time  in  the  collecting  universe.

Desirable  with 
this  bold  strike,  the  eagle’s  central  wing  area  shows  nice  separation  at  the 
feathers,  while  only  modest  softening  occurs  on  some  of  Liberty’s  hair  waves. 
There  are  a  few  tiny  nicks  in  the  rays  of  her  tiara,  also  a  small  mark  on  the 
upper  lip,  with  a  few  curlicue  thin  hairlines  in  the  reverse  field  above  LL  of 
DOLLAR,  none  of  which  come  close  to  tipping  the  grade  either  one  way  or 
another.

After  securing  ratification  of  that  Amend¬ 
ment  his  goals  included  reforming  the  state  budgeting  process.  History  shows 
how  that  experiment  ended.  Kilby  died  in  1943.  His  memory  on  the  Alaba¬ 
ma  commemorative  lives  on  in  this  gleaming  Gem  MS65  specimen.

His  birth  in  1822  is  com¬ 
memorated  here  by  the  artist  Laura  Gardin  Fraser  after  a  photograph  by  the 
famed  Civil  War  photographer,  Matthew  Brady.  Grant  was  born  in  a  tradi¬ 
tional  frame  house  of  the  period,  but  this  has  come  down  to  us  as  a  “log 
cabin.”  The  house  depicted  is  correct.  Some  consider  Grant  as  our  worst  pres¬ 
ident  because  of  the  scandals  which  rocked  his  administration;  perhaps  he 
should  more  charitably  be  described  as  a  soft  touch  for  his  scheming 
“friends.”  Two  Half  Dollar  Commemoratives  and  two  Gold  Dollars  were 
struck,  one  of  each  with  or  without  star  before  Grants  bust.  A  most  attrac¬ 
tive  toned  example  whose  surface  is  utterly  smooth  and  lustrous,  without 
marks  or  toned  spots,  and  covered  in  a  natural  overlay  of  color  from  the  issue 
holder.

Grant  Commemoratives  to  the  public,  and  boost  profits,  the  commission 
releasing  these  arrogated  to  themselves  a  lesson  learned  from  the  Alabama 
commission  people  the  year  before.  They  had  the  mint  stamp  a  tiny  star  into 
the  obverse  field  above  the  word  GRANT.  A  total  of  4,256  were  so  counter- 
punched  while  each  coin  was  in  the  die  so  as  not  to  cause  a  flat  spot  to  appear 
on  the  opposite  side.  Only  a  few  people  were  hoodwinked  by  this  sly  trick. 
Today’s  collector,  therefore,  has  very  few  nice  Grant  with  Star  examples  from 
which  to  choose.  The  present  coin  is  far  better  than  most  with  shimmering 
mint  frost  beneath  attractive  but  not  expansive  russet  brown  and  steel  blue 
toning.  Mainly  the  surface  is  silvery  and  bright.  (#9307)

Such  was  the  administration  of  America’s  Com 
memorative  program  in  the  1930s.  In  all,  there  were  50,000  struck;  howev 
er,  only  26,900  sold  at  the  issue  price  of  $1.65.  The  rest  were  deliquesced

On  the  obverse,  the  artist  chose  an  Indian  with  blanket  and  bow, 
his  gesture  seeming  to  warn  any  westbound  travelers  “So  far  and  no  further 
(but  more  likely  being  a  show  of  peace,  as  in  “How!”)  On  the  reverse  has  been 
recreated  a  Conestoga  wagon  heading  into  the  sunset.  Oregons  were  struck 
sporadically  from  1926  to  1939  at  the  various  mints.  Several  issues  have 
extremely  low  mintage. 

(The  Conestoga  wagon  was  believed  to  have  been  named  for  the  valley  in 
Lancaster  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  it  was  developed  by  Pennsylvania- 
German  settlers.  It  was  one  of  the  chief  freight  haulers  in  the  East  from  about 
the  1750s  until  the  arrival  of  the  railroads.  The  boat-shaped  body  kept  loads 
from  shifting  and  gave  the  wagon  its  characteristic  appearance.  No  two  wag¬ 
ons,  however,  were  alike,  since  they  were  custom  built.  The  Conestoga 
Wagon  often  had  a  red  running  gear,  a  Prussian  blue  wagon  body,  and  a 
white  canvas  cover.  Four  to  six  horses  were  required  to  pull  it  and  broad 
wheels  kept  it  from  getting  mired  in  the  sand  or  mud.)  (#9340)

Throughout  the  Revolution  and  the  early  years  of  the  republic  of  Vermont, 
Ira  Allen  was  one  of  the  foremost  men  in  Vermont  government,  serving  suc¬ 
cessively  as  a  member  of  the  Committee  of  Safety  and  the  Governor  and 
Council,  then  Treasurer  and  Surveyor  General. 

In  1796  Allen  went  to  France  to  buy  guns  and  ammunition,  which,  accord¬ 
ing  to  his  contract,  were  “for  the  use  of  the  militia  of  the  state  of  Vermont. 
The  guns  were  loaded  on  the  American  ship  Olive  Branch,  which  was  cap¬ 
tured  by  the  British  and  taken  into  Portsmouth,  England,  as  a  lawful  prize, 
England  and  France  at  that  time  being  at  war.  Improbable  as  it  now  seems, 
for  eight  years  Ira  battled  the  British  courts  for  his  guns,  and  not  until  1804 
was  he  able  to  establish  the  validity  of  his  claims.  It  then  was  ruled  that  he 
must  pay  all  his  own  court  costs  and  those  of  his  captors.  1  he  guns  finally 
were  transshipped  to  New  York  to  be  sold  for  him,  but  the  consignees  went 
bankrupt  and  the  money  they  had  gotten  for  the  guns  went  to  satisfy  their 
creditors,  not  to  Allen.  (#9401)

1602  Pair  of  1934  Series  A  U.S.  $500  Notes  This  is  a  choice  About  Uncirculated  pair  of  $500  bills  with  sequential  serial  numbers.  On  first  examining  the  lot  one 
would  say  that  the  notes  are  choice  Crisp  Uncirculated,  but  upon  closer  inspection  is  found  a  thin  faint  diagonal  crease  most  visible  from  the  reverse  on  the  lower 
left  hand  side  of  each  note.  The  Federal  government  printed  Federal  Reserve  Notes  up  to  the  $10,000  denomination  in  the  period  before  America’s  entry  into  the 
second  World  War.  But  as  statism  dictates  that  the  government  gain  control  over  its  citizens,  first  the  high  denomination  bills  were  withdrawn  and  then,  begin¬ 
ning  in  1946,  the  last  of  the  $500  issues  were  begun  to  be  returned  to  the  Treasury  for  destruction.  In  the  82  years  since  its  inception  in  1913,  the  Federal  Reserve 
Banking  system  has,  through  the  process  known  as  money  debasement,  destroyed  approximately  97%  of  the  purchasing  power  of  the  now  entirely  fiat  “dollar. 
This  is  a  pair  of  series  1934-A  $500  bills.  At  the  time  they  were  issued,  in  the  early  late  1930s  or  early  1940s  (the  series  date  bears  only  tenuous  connection  to 
the  actual  year  a  note  is  printed  and  put  into  circulation)  a  gold  “dollar”  was  one  thirty-fifth  of  an  ounce  of  gold.  What  this  meant  is  that  35  Federal  Reserve  “dol¬ 
lars”  equaled  an  ounce  of  gold.  Today,  as  these  are  being  cataloged,  $500  in  Federal  Reserve  paper  “dollars’  will  exchange  for  just  slightly  more  than  a  single  ounce 
of  gold.  Of  course  now  scarce  $500  bills  have  become  great  collector  favorites  since  their  discontinuance  and  so  sell  for  a  premium  over  face  value  especially  in 
choicer  condition. 

As  an  aside,  all  United  States  paper  money,  from  the  inception  of  the  first  Greenbacks  in  1862  and  as  well  as  the  Fractional  Currency  issues,  are  still  redeemable 
at  par  with  other  U.S.  paper  money.  No  U.S.  currency  has  ever  been  demonetized  in  the  sense  of  a  call-in  redemption  and  repudiation  of  earlier  types,  although 
ownership  of  gold  certificates  were  outlawed  from  1933  until  1974.
